Big rush to other carriers expected 
United cancels all holiday flights

Holiday travelers planning to fly 


United Airlines will have difficulty 
finding alternate airline reservations 
in the wake of United's announced 
cancellation Wednesday of all its 
regularly scheduled flights through 
Christmas Eve 


United, whose national headquar- 


ters are in Elk Grove Township, an- 
nounced the cancellations after nego- 
tiations between the company and the 
striking International Assoc. of Ma- 
chinists and Aerospace Workers broke 
off indefinitely. 


United also announced a 50 per cent 


cut in pay. effective Saturday, for all 
nonunion employes if no strike settle- 
ment is reached. 


United's 12,500 nonunion, malman- 


agement employes will have their 
work scheduled halved, while its 6,800 
management employes will continue 
to work full shifts at half salary. 


A CHECK OF other major air lines 


Wednesday evening showed the num- 
ber of available seats on holiday 
flight? was dwindling, and the poten- 
tial for scheduling additional flights 
was limited. 


A United spokesman estimated that 


as many as 130,000 persons normally 
would board United planes Dec. 20, 
the company's anticipated peak travel 
day. Nearly 23,000 of those passengers 
would use Chicago's O'Hare Airport. 


"We recommend that passengers 


with reservations (on United) feel 
free to make arrangements with other 
carriers of their choice," the spokes- 
man raid. 


The company Tuesday laid off 


13,000 other workers — including 5,200 
pilots and 7,000 flight attendants — as 
a result of the walkout which began 
Saturday. A total of 16,700 union me- 
chanics, flight dispatchers, food and 
ramp service workers have been 
idled. 


United's charter flights have been 


canceled through Jan. 1. 


DAVID H. STOWE, chairman of the 


N a t i o n a l Mediation Board which 
Wednesday recessed contract talks in- 
definitely, said that negotiations will 
resume — at the request of either par- 
ty — when mediators decide that 
progress can be made. 


Issues in the dispute are reported to 


be pay, pensions and part-time em- 
ployment. 


"It is with sincere regret that we 


have had to take this action, particu- 
larly in view of the inconvenience that 
will be felt by the traveling public as 
we approach the holiday season," 
mediators said. 


"The posture of the parties at this 


time, however, causes us to feel that 
they should have the time required to 
reevaluate their positions." 


SPOKESMEN FOR other airlines 


said that some extra flights are 
scheduled routinely to accommodate 
holiday travelers. 


But a limited number of airplanes 


and crews will prevent the carriers 
from greatly expanding their oper- 
ations to carry passengers who nor- 
mally would fly on United, the na- 
tion's largest airline, they said. 


"We'll probably try to do a little 


squeezing," said a spokesman for Del- 
ta Air Lines. "But most of the other 
c a r r i e r s , like us, already have 
planned additional flights — long be- 
fore the United strike." 


At Trans World Airlines — which 


competes with United on routes to 
Washington, D. C., New York, LOE An- 
geles, San Francisco and Las Vegas 
— a spokesman said that seats are 
still available to most destinations. 


"Undoubtedly things are going to 


get tougher and tougher as we get 
closer to the holiday;. We'll go to the 
maximum possible." 


AT NORTHWEST Orient Airlines, a 


spokesman said that some extra

25 meeting 
Residents tackle 
enrollment decline 


Finances and staff cuts were two 


p r o b l e m s tackled by residents 
Wednesday as they discussed the im- 
pact of declining enrollment on Ar- 
lington Heights Dist 25. 


A b o u t 250 residents attended 


Wednesday's meeting, the 
fourth 


scheduled by the board of education 
to solicit the public's reaction to pos- 
sible school closings, reductions in 
staff and Increased taxes. 


The district is expected to lose 31 


per cent of its students by 1984, which 
would mean a $3.9 million financial 
deficit that year because of a con- 
sequent drop in state aid. A 150-page 
consultant's 
report 
released 
last 


month listed several alternatives for 
the district and recommended the 
closing of four schools, staff cuts and 
increased class sizes. 


"WE ARE INTERESTED in the 


values you people place on education, 
and we want to know where to go 
from here." board member Edith Jol- 
ly told residents as she presented the 
consultant's report. 


"Can Dist, 25 get more money from 


the state?" resident Donald Kjerland 
asked. As enrollment declines, the 
state, under the current school-aid 
formula, will cut the district's state 
funds. 


The chances of a revision in the 


state-aid formula now are slim, said 
Supt. Donald Strong. The legislature 
has rejected increases in the formula, 


and last month it failed to override 
cuts in state school funds made in 
Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of school 
appropriations for next year, How 
long that situation will continue in the 
legislature is anyone's guess, Strong 
said. 


"My political guess," he said, is in 


three or four years "it is inevitable 
that they must take action." He 
added, "I think it is equally inevitable 
that it isn't going to happen right 
away." 


THE DISTRICT'S financial problem 


is immediate. Next year's deficit is 
estimated at $1.3 million. 


The district can raise the local tax 


rate as much as 42 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation of property in the 
district. Such an increase, if approved 
by voters in a referendum, would gen- 
erate between $800,000 and $1 million 
in additional revenue each year. 


Parent Mary Pizzuto advocated an 


increase in taxes as opposed to in- 
creases in class size or cuts in educa- 
tional programs. "I hope parents 
wouldn't be so selfish or so cheap they 
wouldn't vote to give their children a 
good education," she said. 


Parent Liz Roschman objected to 


reduction in teaching staff as a solu- 
tion to the district's financial prob- 
lem. Administrative jobs should be 
cut first, she said. The average teach- 
er's salary in the district is $14,000 


Sox staying in Chicago; 


Veeck pulls first trade 


HOLLYWOOD. Fla. (UPI) - Bill 


Veeck finally made it, but it was 
close. And immediately after taking 
over control of the Chicago White Sox 
Wednesday night he electrified every- 
body by engineering a five-player deal 
that sent 20-game winner Jim Kaat to 
the Philadelphia Phillies. 


Out of baseball the past 14 years, 


the colorful 61-year-old Veeck finally 
succeeded in his three-month attempt 
to buy the White Sox. 


The American League owners first 


voted to reject his bid by a single 
vote, but prodded into casting a sec- 
ond ballot, they finally approved 
Veeck's application. 


Veeck needed nine affirmative votes 


from the 12 owners. Only eight sup- 
ported him on the first ballot, three 


voted against and one abstained. On 
the second ballot, Veeck carried the 
day 10-2. 


"I don't really care about the first 


round vote," said the elated Veeck, 
who is taking over the White Sox for 
the second time. "All I care about is 
how it turned out. 
"It's not often that a 61-year-old 
one-legged man gets started off in a 
new life." 


Approval of Veeck blocked an' at- 


tempt by a Seattle group, led by en- 
tertainer Danny Kaye, to purchase 
the White Sox and move them to that 
West Coast city, which is holding an 
impending suit over the American 
League stemming from the pullout of

Harper College Trustee Robert Rauach is expected to withdraw 


his motion tonight to seat a faculty member as an ex-officio mem- 
ber of the board of Trustees. The Rausch resolution, first made in 
September, would seat a faculty member elected by his colleagues 
on the board of trustees hi a nonvoting position. The faculty repre- 
sentative could not attend executive sessions of the board, but 
would serve as a board resource. Rausch said Wednesday that his 
proposal "would engender a bitterness (among board members) 
that would be counterproductive. I believe, frankly, that I would 
have a majority, but those who oppose it do so more bitterly than I 
thought wise," he added. Rausch said he will propose, Instead, a 
plan to provide a fixed slot on the agenda for faculty response to 
the board. Currently, Faculty Senate Pres. David Macaulay attends 
board meetings as an unofficial faculty representative. He is some- 
times called upon by board members for his opinion on issues 
before them. The seating of a faculty member has been a political 
football for the Harper board for several years. The board voted 
last year to seat then-Faculty Senate Pres. Robert Powell as an ex- 
offlclo member, but then rescinded Its decision, deciding instead to 
form a communications committee to work for better board-faculty 
relations.

Candidates for the Cook County 


Board seat vacated by Comr. Floyd 
Fulle will present their credentials at 
public hearings of the five remaining 
suburban commissioners after Jan. 1. 


The five GOP commissioners issued 


a statement Wednesday announcing 
open presentation sessions for candi- 
dates will be scheduled after the holi- 
days. In addition, the commissioners 
invited Republican Party organiza- 
tions and civic groups to recommend 
candidates. 


The statement said, "The sixth 


commissioner will be chosen to best 
represent all the taxpayers in sub- 
urban Cook County." 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT CAME as 


officials of the Congress of Cook Coun- 
ty Homeowners' Associations was pol- 
ling its board of directors on a resolu- 
tion urging them to name a resident 
of an unincorporated area to replace 
Fulle. 


The congress, which represents 


about 95 homeowners' associations in 
unincorporated 
areas, "feels 
very 


strongly that with a commissioner 
from the unincorporated area on the 
board we would have a much stronger 
voice than we have now," said John 
Gilligan, president of the congress 
and head of the Prospect Heights Im- 
provement Assoc. 


Gilligan said such a commissioner is 


needed because many county actions, 
including zoning decisions, affect only 
residents of unincorporated areas. He 
said the congress will not nominate a 
specific candidate, but "some of our 
board of directors may individually 
suggest someone." 


Comr. Carl Hansen of Elk Grove 


Village said the congress's recom- 
mendation would be considered when 
the commissioners view candidates. 
"We'll listen to every applicant, and 
anybody who wants to come before us 
with suggestions will be able to " 


HANSEN SAID potential candidates 


or persons who want to suggest candi- 
dates should contract any one of the 
suburban 
commissioners at 
their 


county board offices on the fifth floor 
of the county building. Besides Hansen, 
the other suburban commissioners are 
Ronald Larsen, Joseph Woods, Harold 
Tyrrell and Mary McDonald. 


Among candidates already men- 


tioned as possible successors to Fulle 
are Ethel Kolerus, Wheeling Township 
supervisor; Sheldon Gardner, an aide 
to State's Atty Bernard Carey; Dan 
Baldino, member of the Regional 
Transportation Authority Board; and 
Wayne Anderson, an attorney from 
Des Plaines who ran unsuccessfully 
for county treasurer in 1974. 


Fulle resigned his seat on the coun- 


ty board Tuesday after he was sen- 
tenced 'to five years in federal prison 
for extortion and income tax evasion. 
He was convicted of accepting bribes 
in exchange for approval of zoning by 
the county board.

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Panel's tax cut vote sets up veto battle 


WASHINGTON fUPI) - The Senate 


Finance Committee Wednesday ap- 
proved 14 to 4 a six-month extension 
of 1975 tax cuts, setting up a veto 
fight by sweeping aside President 
Ford's proposed $395 billion fiscal 1977 
spending ceiling. 


Two of the committee's seven Re- 


publicans — Sens. Bob Packwood of 
Oregon and Bill Brock of Tennessee 
— deserted Ford on an 11-5 vote not to 
include the spending ceiling in the 
bill, and four Republicans voted for 


the final bill. 


While changes would be made from 


1975 in the method of calculating 
taxes, the end result would be to ex- 
tend 1975 tax rates at exactly the 
same level through next June. The 
committee, in fact, voted not to 
change withholding tables at all. 


The bill is expected to reach the 


Senate floor next week where it is as- 
sured of passage. It then must be re- 
conciled with a similar House tax cut, 
after which It goes to the White House 


for an almost certain presidential 
veto. 


A number of Republicans apparent- 


ly lack enthusiasm for Ford's hard- 
line position, and it may be difficult 
for the White House to gain the neces- 
sary one-third of either house to sus- 
tain the veto. 


But while Republicans appeared di- 


vided, Democrats exhibited a show of 
strength when the Senate Democratic 
Caucus voted unanimously — with 
Sen. Harry Byrd of Virginia abstain- 
ing — to reject any spending ceiling 


until the normal budget process calls 
for one next May, and to send Ford 
the same bill again if he calls a spe- 
cial session as he has threatened. 


The Caucus also voted to take some 


action on the House-passed tax "re- 
form" bill by next July 1, when Con- 
gress almost certainly will vote to ex- 
tend tax cuts through the end of the 
year. 


The Finance Committee bill would 


result in a loss of $6 4 billion for the 
Treasury compared to the revenues 
that would be lost if no bill passed 


and current tax cuts were allowed to 
expire on Jan. 1. 


Both the maximums and minimums 


for the standard deduction would be 
increased by the Finance Committee 
bill — from 1975's minimums of $1,600 
for singles and $1,900 for couples to 
$1,800 and $2,200, and from the cur- 
rent maximums of $2,300 and $2,600 to 
$2,500 and $2,900. 


The current $30 tax credit for each 


taxpayer and dependent would be in- 
creased to $45 for the taxpayer and 
$30 for each dependent. 


Ford again Wednesday told some- 


what unenthusiastic Republican con- 
gressional leaders that he would not 
agree to a compromise. He remained 
adamant in his intention to veto any 
tax bill that does not contain the 
spending ceiling. 


The two conflicting positions in- 


creased likelihood of a veto fight be- 
tween Ford and Congress, with possi- 
bly a post-Christmas special session. 
If no bill is passed before Jan. l, ev- 
eryone's withholding taxes will rise as 
1975's temporary tax cuts expire. 


'Significant9 Hoffa leads claimed

Although 
they emphasized their conclusion was preliminary, three of the 
scientists said the test evidence available was not sufficient to label 
the cyclamate as a cancer causer. 


Kissinger contempt action dropped 


The House intelligence committee, reporting "substantial com- 


pliance" with Its demand for information on covert U.S. activities 
abroad, Wednesday dropped its contempt action against Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger. Rep. Otis Pike, D-N.Y., the committee 
chairman, announced the decision after three panel members and 
two staff assistants received on oral briefing at the White House 
Tuesday evening on intelligence data which had been subpoenaed.

Racial fights erupt 
at South Boston H. S. 


BOSTON (UPI) - 
South Boston 


High School began Its first day of di- 
rect federal court operation Wednes- 
day with a flurry of fistfights between 
black and white students. 


Two black youths were hurt and 


three other young blncks — two girls 
and a boy — were arrested during 
what a school official described as a 
"tense" situation in the opening 
hours. The boy was arrested for biting 
n police officer. 


Meanwhile, the NAACP charged the 


midnight firebombing of Us Boston 
headquarters was in retaliation for U. 
S. District Judge W. Arthur Garrity 
Jr. taking control of the school away 
from local authorities and placing it 
under federal receivership. Fire offi- 
c i a I s estimated damage at the 
NAACP building at about $500. 


The school has long been the focus 


of opposition to the busing Garrity or- 
dered to implement his desegregation 
program over the past two years. 


At South Boston, black and white 


students were kept segregated as ten- 
sion increased through shouted racial 
taunts and shoving in the hallways. 
One third-floor window was broken. 
Classes finally began about two hours 
late, but a number of students walked 
out. 


Do/ens of state troopers wore inside 


the building and members of the city 
police Tactical Patrol Force patrolled 
outside, while U.S. marshals were on 
hand as observers. There were no 
crowds in the area, partially due to 
rainy weather. 


Headmaster William Reid, who was 


removed along with his adminis- 
trative staff by Garrity, said 405 pu- 
pils attended school Wednesday, 144 of 
them black. In a brief news confer- 
ence on the steps of the school, Reid 
said he was "shocked" and "hurt" by 
the decision to remove him and place 
the school in receivership. 


"I do not know what the future will 


hold for me," he said.

Proper control by Congress hit 
FBI chief asks spying guidelines 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - FBI Direc- 


tor Clarence Kelley accused Congress 
Wednesday of failing to exercise prop- 
er control over his bureau and urged 
it to draft clear guidelines on just how 
much spying the FBI may do to pro- 
tect national security. 


"No one who is looking for the 


cause of our failures should confine 
its search solely to the FBI or even to 
the executive branch," Kelley said in 
testimony 
before the 
Senate in- 


telligence committee. 


"The Congress itself has long pos- 


sessed the mechanism for FBI over- 
sight, yet seldom has it been ex- 
ercised." 


He said Congress should give the 


bureau "a legislative charter, ex- 
pressing congressional determination 
of intelligence jurisdiction for the 
FBI." 


He also agreed with a committee 


member's suggestion that any Presi- 
dential order for a potentially improp- 
er FBI surveillance operation should 
be made "in writing" and "would be 
available to any Congressional over- 


sight committee." 


Kelley said he agreed the FBI had 


committed "errors of judgment" un- 
der the late J. Edgar Hoover in in- 
vestigating Americans it considered 
potential subversives. But he said 
these were the honest mistakes of 
well motivated men "besieged'' by de- 
mands to combat a wave of New Left 
and antiwar violence. 


"The FBI employes involved in 


these programs did what they felt was 
expected of them by the President, 
the attorney general, the 
Congress 


and the people of the United States." 
,he said. 


E l s e w h e r e in

McGeorge Bundy, former special aide 
to President Lyndon Johnson, said 
some CIA covert operations have cost 
more than they were worth, but cer- 
tain ones may be needed to check in- 
ternational terrorism and avoid nucle- 
ar danger. 


Bundy, now head of the Ford Foun- 


dation, also told the House Select 
Committee on Intelligence that the 
agency's covert branch might be im- 
proved by reducing its size. 


Cease-fire called in Beirut fighting 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - War- 


ring Moslem and Christian militiamen 
fought inch by inch along the Beirut 
waterfront Wednesday for control of 
the richest real estate in Lebanon, 
leaving five of the city's luxury hotels 
in smoking ruins. 


Even as the fires burned, Premier 


Rashid Karami announced on tele- 
vision that the two sides in the bloody 
factional warfare had agreed to a new 
cease-fire. The cease-fire deadline 
passed, however, with both sides 
trading fire last night. 


Three days of fighting left more 


than 200 persons dead and 400 
wounded, police and hospital sources 


said. The latest casualties brought the 
toll of dead and wounded in the eight- 
month-long civil war to nearly 5,000 
dead and 11,000 wounded. 


Karami said security forces would 


again take up positions in battle zones 
Thursday to keep any truce and "will 
do what duty demands" so the coun- 
try would be at peace over the big 
Moslem feast of Al Adha. 


Earlier, Karami called a conference 


of the "coordination committee" com- 
prising representatives of all political 
factions and Palestinian leaders. 


Leftist Moslems held a separate 


meeting and announced they would 
not sit down with their avowed 


enemies, 
the right-wing 
Christian 


Phalangist Party which had sent two 
representatives to the conference to 
join Karami, Palestinian and govern- 
ment security officials. 


A spokesman for the Independent 


Nasserite faction said "we cannot sit 
at the same table with murderers, 
who say one thing in the conference 
room and do the opposite outside." 


While the two sides refused to sit 


together, they battled on in the 
streets. 


Flames and smoke from five hotels, 


the St. Georges, the Phoenicia, the 
Holiday Inn, the Alcazar and the Mar- 


fcr 


tinez drifted across streets littered 
with rubble and bodies. 


Karami said the "coordination com- 


mittee" had won agreement from all 
parties that those persons wanted for 
questioning by the authorities in con- 
nection with a series of killings over 
the weekend would be handed over. 


His words caused considerable sur- 


prise in view of the leftist Moslem 
boycott. He did not make clear how 
agreement had been reached. 


The desperate Lebanese govern- 


ment appealed to the nation's reli- 
gious leaders to hand over "the cul- 
prits" behind the bloodiest flareup of 
fighting in eight months of warfare.

A 30-acre triangle, bounded by Rand 


and Stratford roads and Oakton 
Street, was on the district's agenda 
Tuesday. 


A handful of residents from the 


unincorporated area sat waiting to be 
absorbed. 


Park Board Pres. Lloyd Meyer was 


polite but direct. He said he had 
heard all the arguments before and 
while some of the arguments had 
merit it was strictly welcome to park 
district for thenr. 
- 


"You'll probably walk away think- 


ing that we had our minds made up 
already," Meyer said. "And you're 
probably right." 


HE WAS CANDID with them. The 


district needed and wanted the tax 
money from the area: $46.50 per

and because residents, while paying 
activity fees, do not contribute tax 
money for the upkeep of the facilities 


they are using. 


RESIDENTS ROSE to speak. Would 


the parks solve the flooding prob- 
lems? They weren't using the parks 
so why should they be forced to join? 


Meyer again said some of the prob- 


lems and gripes were' justified. But, 
as he said, he had heard it all before. 


"We can't single out you, you or 


you," he said. 


The board had to think of the entire 


district when it came to such annexa- 
tions, he told them. 


Like it or not, they were now part of 


the district, 


IT ALL HAS become very routine 


for the commissioners. Read the ordi- 
nance and then vote unanimously to 
annex another parcel. 


The residents sat quietly while the 


board moved to other considerations. 
Slowly and quietly they left as dis- 
cussions and deliberations continued. 


They had seen their new govern- 


ment in action, dealing with routine 
matters.

Industrial revenue bonds are issued 


by a municipality, but backed and 
paid for exclusively by the business 
Because interest on the municipal 
bonds is tax-exempt, the rate is usual- 
ly 1.5 to 2 per cent lower than private 
market bonds, officials said. 


The maximum bond issue possible 


for any single business is $5 million, 
according to state statutes. 


The ordinance creating the Industri- 


al and Commercial Development com- 
mission also calls for the creation of a 
non-profit economic development cor- 
poration to raise funds and handle the 


commission's other financial responsi- 
bilities. 


IF CREATED, the seven-member 


commission will be under village 
board control.

Cov. Daniel Walker has filed suit 


against the Illinois Office of Educa- 
tion to prevent it from paying schools 
more state aid per month than has 
been appropriated by the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly. 


The governor filed suit Tuesday in 


Sangamon County Circuit Court seek- 
ing a restraining order against the 
board prohibiting it from paving 
.schools more than one-twelfth per 
month of the amount appropriated by 
the state. 


The state school board two weeks 


ago approved paying schools in the 
amount originally approved by the 
legislature last spring. The initial ap- 
propriation, however, was cut by $61 
million when Walker slashed all agen- 
cy appropriations by 6 per cent. A bit- 
ter fight in the House and Senate 
failed to override the governor's veto 
and the schools wound up with $81 
million less than they anticipated. 


WHILE THE STATE board action 


will not guarantee schools more than 
the legislature has appropriated this 
year,' it will give them more money 
initially. Schools will receive larger 
monthly payments but funds will run 
out before July 1, 1976, the end of the 
fiscal year. 


State Schools Supt. Joseph Cronin 


supported the higher payments, say- 
ing schools would have to borrow 
money soon if they did not get antici- 
pated funds. Cronin said he would at- 
tempt to get an additional appropria- 
tion from the legislature in the spring 
but could make no guarantees. 


The board acted on the advice of its 


attorney, Julia Dempsey, who said it 
was illegal for the board to disperse 
aid according to the appropriation and 
not the original formula. 


Walker immediately labeled the 


board's vote "illegal" and an "act of 
defiance." He said he would sue to 
prevent the overpayments.

We need free market, 


not fair-trade laws 


President Ford is about to 


sign a bill to repeal fair-trade 
laws in 21 states, including Illi- 
nois. It's a step that will benefit 
consumers. 


The term "fair trade" sounds 


consumer-oriented, but in recent 
years it has worked against 
them. Fair-trade laws are noth- 
ing more than a form of price 
fixing, designed to allow a facto- 
ry to dictate prices to retailers. 


Originally designed to protect 


small sellers, these laws now 
protect high price tags on such 
items as stereo components, 


television sets and other house- 
hold appliances. 


Free competition is a much 


better alternative. Fair-trade 
laws are a hold-over from the 
Depression, when such laws 
were desirable. Today, they im- 
pede the kind of free competition 
which could help reduce our pre- 
sent nationwide inflation. 


President Ford has promised 


to sign the bill which eliminates 
all the remaining fair-trade 
laws. When he does, it will be a 
substantial victory for the hard- 
pressed consumers of Illinois. 


Thornton Wilder 


If Thornton Wilder had Written 


nothing more than "Our Town," 
his place in the hearts of most 
Americans would be secure. 


Wilder, who died Sunday at 


the age of 78, had a lifetime of 
literature to his credit, much 
more than merely his deceptive- 
ly simple play about a mythical 
New England hamlet called Gro- 
ver's Corners. 


He won three Pulitzer Prizes, 


two for his plays, "Our Town" 
and "The Skin of our Teeth," 
and one for a novel, "Bridge of 
San Luis Key." written in 1927. 
His play, "The Matchmaker," 
became the basis of "Hello, Dol- 
ly!", one of this nation's most 
popular musical comedies. 


"Our Town," which is per- 


formed on an almost-bare stage, 
creates a deeply-felt feeling of 
nostalgia for an earlier, simpler 
era in American life. 


The play* however, is not 


simple nostalgia. As we watch 
George Gibbs and Emily Webb 
grow up. marry and die, we are 
reminded of the beauty and sad- 
ness of our own mortality. If the 
play teaches us anything, it is 
that we must learn to enjoy the 
life which passes so quickly 
around us. 


We mark with sadness the 


death of Thornton Wilder. But 
his words endure, to be under- 
stood and enjoyed by gener- 
ations of Americans yet to be 
born.

I very much enjoyed reading your 


article on recycling in the Nov. 19 edi- 
tion of The Herald. However, I would 
like to comment on the following 
statement by the Institute of Scrap 
Iron And Steel, Inc.: 


"The experiences of the collection 


centers, which generally have de- 
clined in numbers and popularity for 
lack of viable markets, led many 
people to the conclusion that volunteer 
efforts, as well-meaning as they may 
be, have little impact on reducing the 
amount of solid waste in the cycle or 
in assembling materials for potential 
recycling." 


Of the more than 3 million tons of 


newspapers being recycled annually 
in the United States, the vast majority 
of this paper is collected through the 
efforts of individuals acting by them- 
selves, within groups and from envi- 
ronmentally motivated collection cen- 
ters. 


Without these individual efforts, 


most of these secondary fibers would 
have ended up as solid waste and* as 
such would have contributed to the 
rising disposal costs that municipal- 
ities incur. 


As an example, the 324 tons of pa- 


per recycled by the Palatine recycling 
has resulted in the elimination of the 
need to dispose of this material (often 
running in excess of $30 per ton), ex- 
tending the life span of approximately 
5,508 trees (one tree equals about one 
ton of paper), and providing a valu- 
able raw material (over 15 tons of 
wastepaper was recycled in 1974.) 


I hope that you will contine to re- 


port on the status of recycling 
throughout your area, as the future is 
bright.

They've also come to ask for under- 
standing or with an outright request 
that a story not be written.

single sheet agenda that gives a Rob- 
erts Rules of Order listing of what 
comes when. The board proceeds to 
vote on "agenda item 12-6-75" and the 
audience has no idea whether they've 
just witnessed the approval of a ma- 
jor boundary shift of the purchase of

• Some districts will pass out a budg- 
et to anyone who will take one while 
others tuck them away hoping no one 
will ask to see it. Some districts open- 
ly discuss weak programs or problem 
test scores and what to do about them 
white others would sooner shut down 
the district than tot the people know 
the reading curriculum is not up to 
par. 


People who live in the silent dis- 


tricts generally complain and gnash 
their teeth and don't attend meetings 
"because you don't find out anything 
anyway," and the situation remains 
status quo. 


But when you think that about 75 


per cent of your property tax bill and 
a good percentage of state taxes goes 
to support your schools, and that your 
child only has one shot at being edu- 
cated, It Is clear just how important it 
is to know what's happening.

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Expect fuel prices to stand pat 


Gasoline and fuel oil prices will do 
no worse than stand pat through the 
winter, one authority said Wednesday 
In Chicago, even though he said he 
feit the Ford Administration was 
"playing games" with the nation's 
energy problem. 


Senior Editor Herb Hugo of the 


daily Plait's digram, an industry 
publication, said he believes Presi- 
dent Ford will veto the omnibus ener- 
gy bill, rescind the $2 import tariff 
and extend the current price controls 
another year in an effort to resolve a 
sticky political situation. 


"It seems to us that's the route 


Ford will go," Hugo said. "It still is 
playing games — coming to grips 
with the political crisis not the energy 
crisis. 


"But that's still better than a com- 


plete surrender to Congress, where 
there is good support for the energy 
bill. At least that's the way the ojl 
industry feels about it," Hugo said. 


Hugo said if Ford pursues the three 


courses predicted in today's issue, 
"gasoline prices might soften — possi- 
bly as much as three cents per gal- 
lon," Hugo said. He based his projec- 


tion on the fact that prices were in- 
creased about that much following the 
Ford-imposed tariffs earlier this year. 


Hugo also expects fuel oil prices to 


remain constant through the winter 
unless it turns out to be exceptionally 
severe. 


"The oil industry overextended it- 


self last summer if only to prove that 


it could take care of the American 
public's demand," Hugo said. "Refi- 
neries stepped up production, then de- 
mand fell off and along came the mild 
fall. That left an abundance of gaso- 
line and of fuel oil." 


Hugo said he expected the tariff to 


be removed about the first of the 
year.

"I'd 
like to see farmers organize, not to 
hold up the public, but to get their 
fair share." 


Johnson noted that farmers, under a 


new law, must contribute to work- 
men's compensation if they employ 
persons outside their family for 245 
hours or more a year. He predicted 
they will have to pay unemployment 
•compensation in the future. 


"These things are going to be put on 


you if you have hired help," he said. 


Jack Block, an IFB leader from 


Knox County, told Johnson many 
farmers are afraid their operations 
will become less efficient If they are 
forced to operate under labor regu- 
lations. 


Johnson said labor has not made

Doctors pronounced 
Seema Bhela dead. Respiratory fail- 
ure.

'Bottle' bill may end litter woes

Tiie Illinois Insurance Dept. has 


filed a formal appeal with the Illinois 
Supreme Court assuring a test of the 
state's new malpractice insurance 
law 


Oral arguments on the appeal are 


scheduled for Jan. 23 at the Univer- 
Mty of Chicago. 


The case Is the first major test of a 


malpractice insurance law since doz- 
ens of state legislatures passed re- 
forms earlier this year to ease a na- 
tionwide malpractice insurance crisis. 


Some experts predict Illinois will 


become a nationally-recognized case 
on the constitutionality of malpractice 
legislation. 


Two weeks ago, Circuit Court Judge 


David Canel ruled unconstitutional 
three sections of the law, which limit- 
ed judgments in malpractice suits to 
$500,000 required hearings by the in- 
surance department on insurance rate 
hikes since last June 10 and estab- 
lished a three-member panel to screen 
malpractice suits. 


At the time of Canel's ruling, moie 


than 1,400 malpractice lawsuits were 
pending in Cook County. 


Sections of the law not under chal- 


lenge lower the statute of limitations 
on liability previously afforded physi- 
cians.

Cheaper drinks and a cleaner envi- 


ronment will be gained by Illinois citi- 
zens when returnable bottles and cans 
replace throwaways, said State Rep 
Daniel Pierce, D-Highland Park As 
chairman of the House Environment, 
Energy and Natural Resources Com- 
m 111 e e , Pierce plans additional 
Springfield committee hearings on a 
state "bottle" bill in January. 


Although public interest in the 


bottle bill was shown at August com- 
mittee hearings in Chicago, added 
citizen comment is needed to assure 
passage, Pierce said. In addition to 
participation in the January hearings, 
area residents can write to state legis- 
lators or contact the committee m 
Springfield. 


Pierce's bill, H.R 1838, would prohi- 


bit the use of nonreturnable beverage 
containers including bottles and cans. 
A 5-cent deposit on the containers 
would encourage returns. "It's aimed 
at ending solid waste and litter prob- 
lems," Pierce said. 


He said recycling containers would 


also conserve energy. A phase-in peri- 
od of two to three years will allow 
retailers and manufacturers to adjust 
to the change, Pierce said. 


AMONG THE LOCAL organizations 


which support the bottle bill are the 
Des Flames Valley Chapter of the 
Sierra Club and the Prairie Woods 
Audubon Society in Arlington Heights, 
a chapter of the National Auduboit 
Society. 


A study by Sangamon State Univer- 


sity students indicates beverages sold 
in refillable bottles are cheaper than 
products sold in throwaway contain- 
ers, the Audubon group says. Illinois 
would gain about 6,000 jobs if the leg- 
islation is passed and litter problems 
would be reduced, the study shows. 
Labor organizations and glass bottle 
manufacturers oppose the bill, how- 
ever.

Slave grandson 
borrows funds, 
buys plantation 


JACKSON, Miss. (UPI) - 
The 


grandson of a former slave has pur- 
chased his own plantation in south- 
west Mississippi and plans to move 
i n t o - its antebellum mansion in 
January. 


After overcoming problems in bor- 


rowing sufficient money, Clifton T. 
Smith, 35, bought Canamount Planta- 
tion in Claiborne County. He plans to 
raise cattle on its 1,079 acres. 


The Canamount land borders prop- 


erty owned by Smith's father. Smith's 
family has lived in the area since 
slavery times, although no one in his 
family actually worked at Canamount. 


"I used to hunt on the property 


wfcn I was a kid," Smith said, but he 
said he had no dreams then of living 
in the "big house." 


A MISSISSIPPI Historical Society 


booklet says Canamount Mansion is 
the "finest example of Italianate re- 
vival 
efforts 
in Claiborne coun- 


ty." 


Smith 
said 
he 
encountered 


problems in purchasing the land be- 
cause the Farmer's Home Adminis- 
tration would not give him a loan. But 
with the help of the Emergency Land 
Fund, a private organization funded 
by the 2lst Century Foundation, and 
the Delta Foundation, Smith was able 
to make the purchase. 


An FHA official said the loan was 


turned down by the administration in 
Claiborne County, in Jackson, and in 
Washington because it was felt Smith 
could not make the land pay off or 
pay his debts. 


Smith said his property was ap- 


praised at $250 an acre. The purchase 
price was not disclosed. 


SMITH HOLDS "A bachelor's degree 


in physical education from Alcorn 
State University which is adjacent to 
his new land. 


He now lives in Cleveland, Miss., 


and is in charge of buildings and 
grounds at Delta Health Center. He 
also raises a few cattle on his family's 
property near Canamount and plans 
to expand his operation with the 
Canamount land. 


He hopes eventually to give up his 


job at the Delta Health Center, which 
he has held for about 10 years, and 
concentrate on cattle farming. "I just 
want to expand and make a living out 
of it," he said. 


Smith said his four children are 


looking forward to moving into the 
country. "They like the open area in- 
stead of the city life," he said. 


As for the king-sized house — "It 


will take time to furnish it," Smith 
said.

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Industry's move to suburbs on upswing

The migration of industry from Chi- 


cago to the suburbs today is as fast or 
faster than it was five years ago, 
Coldwell Banker, the nation's largest 
real estate firm, reports. 


Chicago lost 86 firms during 1974 


and another 56 during the first seven 
months of 1975, a Coldwell Banker 
survey shows. The city is projected to 
lose 510 companies and gain only 318 
firms during the 1970-75 period, for a 
net loss to the city of 192 companies. 


Industrial firms leaving the city 


seem to prefer locations near O'Hare 


Donald L. 
Shoemaker 


or Midway airports with Elk Grove 
Village and the Bedford Park-Bridge- 
view areas being the most popular, 
said Donald L. Shoemaker, vice presi- 
dent and manager of the Coldwell 
firm's Chicago office. 


THE O'HARE AREA now has more 


Industrial space than Houston, Dallas, 
Denver or Minneapolis, the survey 
shows. 


The availability of modern facil- 


ities, good transportation, security, 
fire and police services, and an envi- 
ronment where employes can work 
and live comfortably are the major 
reasons behind the continued move to 
the suburbs, Shoemaker said. 


"The trend we pick up in industry 


pretty much follows the housing mar- 
ket," he said. 


Construction of new industrial build- 


ings has slowed in the past 1*6 years. 
There are currently 424 buildings with 
25.7 million square feet of space avail- 
able in the metropolitan area — 
enough to satisfy the demand of Chi- 
cago industry lor the next 1.6 years, 


Coldwell Banker reports. 


"This means that approximately 6 


per cent of the total industrial base 
in the Chicago area is currently on 
the market. That figure is about the 
national average and necessary for 
the projected increase in industrial 
activity," Shoemaker said. 


IN THE NORTHWEST area the va- 


cancy figure Is about 5.4 per cent, 
"Not an unhealthy factor," he said. 


A total of 6,513 companies in the 


five-county metropolitan area were 
surveyed by Coldwell Banker. 


The survey found that more than 80 


per cent of Chicago area industry is in 
Cook County and half of this in Chi- 
cago. About 10 per cent of the indus- 
trial base is in DuPage County, and 
less than 10 per cent is in Kane, Lake 
and Will counties. 


Top three manufacturing activities 


in Chicago are fabricated metals, 
nonelectrical machinery and elec- 
trical machinery, the survey reports. 


Shoemaker said an upturn in new 


industrial building construction may 
lag several months or longer behind 
the leasing of available space. 


"THE DEMAND for industrial 


square footage in the Chicago area 
has grown in recent years. Space re- 
quirements were 12.9 million square 
feet in 1971, 15.5 million square feet 
last year, and will likely reach a new 
high of 18.9 million square feet in 
1975," he said. 


Large Industrial facilities are more 


numerous in the Chicago area than in 
many other metropolitan areas, the 
Coldwell Banker survey shows. The 
average industrial firm in metropoli- 
tan Chicago is 20 per cent larger than 
its counterpart throughout the coun- 
try. 


"To emphasize the magnitude of 


Chicago industry, we found that there 
are 29 industrial facilities that contain 
over 1 million square feet of floor 
space each. These 29 buildings contain 
more floor space than all the industry 
located in San Diego, Calif.," Shoe- 
maker said. 


The relocation of industry from Chi- 


cago to the suburbs is likely to contin- 
ue, Shoemaker said. 


"Some companies already are find- 


ing it difficult to find the right type of 
space in the area in which they want

New housing recovery weak 
Glimmer in cloud-market 
strong for existing homes

Headlines on the housing industry 


range from lukewarm to bleak. 


The Commerce Dept. reported a 15 


per cent increase in October housing 
s t a r t s , but industry specialists 
doubted the rise signaled the long- 
awaited housing recovery. 


Advance Mortgage Corp.'s third 


quarter survey of housing activity 
concluded, "This year's housing re- 
covery has been disappointingly weak 
— and now it's losing whatever steam 
it had." 


A HOUSE AND HOME forecast for 


1976 sees a "measured recovery," the 
most difficult of the postwar era, 
marked by a tightening money mar- 
ket squeeze, with mortgage rates hov- 
ering a little below — if not at — his- 
t o r i c highs, new housing dis- 
concertingly expensive and the con- 
sumer still trying to get over the 
worst scare he's had since the 1930s. 


There is a glimmer of silver In the 


housing cloud: Some evidence of a 
pick-up in single-family home activi- 
ty. 


The market foe- existing homes re- 


mains strong — at a record level, ac- 


cording to Advance Mortgage, Detroit 
subsidiary of Citicorp, New York. 


"The real estate picture may not be 


as bleak as housing statistics imply, 
at least in some sections of the coun- 
try," says Ticor Relocation Manage- 
ment Co. 


Ticor, polling its regional offices 


and real estate brokers throughout the 
United States, found, "Homes and 
mortgage money are available and 
buyers are back in force. 


"ALTHOUGH 
ACTIVITY varies 


considerably by region," Ticor report- 
ed, "the general tenor is cautiously 
optimistic for a strengthening recov- 
ery. 


"With few exceptions, sales in most 


real estate markets are up consid- 
erably, although not to the level of the 
boom years of 1972 and 1973." 


Ticor said housing prices generally 


are up more for new homes than for 
resales, reflecting increased produc- 
tion costs. It found that in 1975 appre- 
ciation for resale dwellings slowed to 
almost half the" rate of 1972-73; and 
values in some areas actually have 
declined.

for new homes anyway, in part be- 
cause of the five per cent tax credit. 


A major factor in the resurgence of 


real estate activity, Ticor said, is the 
availability of mortgage money. "Ex- 
cept for Minneapolis, which currently 
has no active market for loans, and 
Metropolitan New York, Buffalo At- 
lanta and Philadelphia, where funds 
are limited and selective lending is 
prevalent, all major areas have an 
ample supply of funds," Ticor said. 
Although the rates for these mortgage 
funds have begun to inch up again, 
they are generally lower than a year 
ago, the company noted. 


THERE IS NO LACK of consumer 


interest in housing. Along with the 
normal factors influencing home buy- 
ing, demand is generated currently by 
consumers seeking protection from in- 
flation. Many of these are willing to 
spend at a rate far above the ordinary 
rules of thumb in order to secure a 
house. 


However, George Sternueb, director 


of the Center for Urban Policy Re- 
search at Rutgers University, writing 
in House and Home, points out the re- 
sources of the potential buyer — or 
renter, for that matter — do not 
match the new realities of costs. 
Along with the increased costs of buy- 
ing and maintaining a home, the other 
costs of everyday living have soared. 
There has been a decline in real hous- 
ing buying power among Americans. 


Ticor reported the greatest housing 


demand is for low-priced $20,000 to 
$35,000 and moderate $35,000 to $55,000 
housing in suburban and urban areas. 
"Large, expensive homes and those 
far from city centers are, for the most 
part, difficult to sell," it found. 


Builders, a House and Home survey 


found, recognize these realities. Most 
still favor the single family detached 
house because they follow the market 
and, given a choice, that is what the 
home .buyer still wants. Many, how- 
ever, are looking for ways to cut 
costs. 


As Frank Mackle, president of 


Miami's big Deltona Corp., put it, 
"We're .back to our original drawing 
board, back to the basic house that 
people could afford right after the 
war and the only house that moat 
people can afford today."

Let's as- 
suttif that you are in a 28 per cent tax 
liracko'. which would make your net 
ri>M K 'IS per cent. 


Here's what that would mean in dol- 


lars. If you were not able to deduct 
the S3.BOO of interest payments from 
your taxable income vou would, in 
you 28 per cent bracket, be paying 
St.008 in taxes on that money. But 
since you are not. you can, in effect, 
dccluci that $1,008 saved 
from he 


S3.BOO you've paid. This reduces the 
net cost of your mortgage to $2.592, 
precisely what you'd pay for a J40.000 
loan nt G.48 per cent interest. 


Meanwhile, assume that you've tak- 


en your other $40,000 and invested it 
conservatively in a secure tax-free 
municipal bond that pays 7.5 per cent 
interest. That's worth $3,000 a year. 
It's actually worth a lot more on pa- 
per because it's tax-free. An individ- 
ual or family filing jointly in the 28 
per cent tax bracket would have to 
earn $4,167 before taxes in .ordinary 
income to pocket $3,000. That equiva- 
lent income represents an eauivalent 
yield of 10 4 per cent on your $40,000. 


So when you compare an effective 


yield of 10.4 per cent with an effective 
net interest of 6.48 per cent on your 
loan you're ahead by almost 4 per 
cent. 


"Let's take it a step further." sug- 


gests Walters. "Suppose that the 
home appreciates in value at a rate of 
three per cent a year, which is actual- 
lv a conservative rate in an in- 
flationary period. But even at that 
rate if vou sold your house after one 
year, the price would rise to $51,500. 
After seven years, which is an aver- 
age rate of turnover, the house, would 
lie worth $61.694 at three per cent a 
year. That represents a gain of 
$11.494, more than double your origi- 
nal investment of $10,000." 


Here Is how the financial picture 


might look after seven years. 


Assuming that you kept reinvesting 


the earnings on your bonds at 7.5 per 
cent a year, your original $40,000 
would grow to $66,361.97. That comes 
to an average yield of $3,766 ayear. In 
the same time the value of the house 
has increased at a rate of $1,641 a 
year. The total is $5,407 each year. 


This is offset by your net annual 


cost of $2.592 on the mortgage loan 
which assumes that you remain in the 
same income bracket. Remember, if 
you go into a higher bracket your in- 
terest savings become greater. Also, 


the interest payments decline steadily 
as the balance on the mortgage de- 
creases, but that is not taken into ac- 
count in this illustration. 


"Investment counselors suggest that 


if your investments can earn more 
than *he costs of a mortgage, it is 
wise to purchase a house with a mort- 
gage, especially if you are going to be

Before putting up your tree, store it 


for a few days in a cool area with the 
trunk submerged in a bucket of wa- 
ter Check the water level frequently 
because trees that are allowed to dry 
out never regain their freshness. The 
ncht kind of stand will help maintain 
freshness, says Schuster. The stand 
should have an adequate water reser- 
voir for the size tree you «elect. A . 
three or four quart capacity i< no> ex- 
cessive for a six to eight loot tree.

showed that five to eight foot Scotch 
Pino Christmas trees used, on the av- 
erage, two quarts of water during the 
first 24 hours and averaged a quart a 
day through the first week.

The location of the tree is impor- 


tant. Don't place the tree next to a 
heat register causing excessive dry- 
ing. 


Almost any species of tree can be 


used but balsam, douglas fir and 
scotch pine have become favorites. 
The balsam is the most familiar. Im- 
proved selections have more needles 
on the twigs and are often described 
as double or triple needles. Douglas 
fir is .softer with needles all the way 
around the twig. It tends to be more 
of a light green color. Scotch pine is a 
dense tree with long stiff needles. 
This is a very popular tree because it 
holds its needles so well.

amount of moisture left in the air. 


Extra watering won't help your 


houseplant — in fact, it's not recom- 
mended. Over-watering is the chief 
problem inexperienced plant lovers 
run into Unless the plant's soil is 
allowed tt become dry periodically, 
the root system becomes soft and 
weakened. Under such conditions, dis- 
ease attacks easily. 


"Misting" with a small sprayer Is 


popular among plant lovers. It won't 
do much about the effects of too-dry 
air, however, because the benefits last 
only a couple of minutes. Plant ex- 
perts do encourage mist-spraying of 
plants — "it gives people something 
to do and keeps them from over-wa- 
tering" — but not as a way to in- 
crease the moisture in the plant's en- 
vironment.

Needless to say, all this advice 


must be prsfixed by the admonition to 
shop for quality. When you do find a 
set of furniture you like, examine it 
carefully. Use your hands to feel that 
its seams are not rough. Check that 
joints are dovetailed and glued, not 
nailed. Open and close all doors and 
drawers to see that hinges, glides and 
rollers work smoothly. Test chairs to 
be sure they don't wobble. 


To find the best "buy," watch your 


local paper for sales. Traditionally, 
furniture sales are held in January 
and August. Sale merchandise is usu- 
ally in stock and delivery is imme- 
diate. Always shop at a reputable spe- 
cialty furniture or department store 
that provides the services of a re- 
finisher in case adjustments are nec- 
essary. Credit terms are often offered 
by these retailers, too.

The mournful strain of "Auld Lang 


Syne" won't be the only thing worth 
crying over this New Year's Eve. If 
you've been looking for a new home 
and haven't found one by then, you 
Just might consider shedding a few 
tears over the fact that the federal 
Income tax credit (which still offers 
rebates of up to $2,000 to new-home 
purchasers) expires at the stroke of 
midnight, January 1,1976. 


The tax credit program was de- 


signed to stimulate construction in the 
housing industry by offering 
in- 


centives to people to buy new homes, 
thereby substantially reducing in- 
ventories. However, a survey of Chi- 
cago area builders revealed differing 
opinions on the effectiveness of the 
program. 


Ray Fisher, president of Baybrook 


Associates, Inc., credits the program 
for many of the 60 sales he has made 
thus far this year at his Baybrook 
Park condominium development in 
Palatine. The 40 two-bedroom homes 
which remain all qualify for the tax 
credit because they are priced at Feb- 
ruary 28, 197S, levels — from $33,490 
to $41,490. Sales at the community 
have also been positively affected by 
the fact that the developer pays all 
closing costs and offers 7.9 per cent 
29-year financing with five per cent 
down. 


"The only problem with the tax 


credit has been that so few people un- 
derstand it," Fisher said. "The gov- 
ernment and the building industry 
have done a poor job of explaining 
that the credit isn't some kind of de- 
duction, but instead an actual rebate 
in hard cash totaling 5 per cent of the 
purchase price of the home up to a 
maximum of $2,000. 


"Another often-missed point Is that 


to get the credit, you have only to 
sign a contract by the end of 1975 — 
you have a full year after that in 
which to sell your existing home and 
move into your new home," Fisher 
continued. "Once people understand 
these things, they take a new interest 
in buying." 


Fisher said that because builders 


have been artificially holding down 
prices in order to maintain eligibility 
for the credit program, he fears that 
t e r m i n a t i o n of the program in 
January will bring a rash of price 
hikes.

Ron Benach, president of Lexington 


Development Corporation, picked up 
on the "buy now" theme and said, 
"You know, some people have ex- 
pressed the wistful hope that the tax 
credit program will be extended on 
into 1976, but the evidence is all to the 
contrary. December 31 is the last hur- 
rah, and if I were a home buyer, I 
wouldn't gamble on getting another 
chance." 


Benach said that at his firm's Lex- 


ington Green condominium coach 
house development in Schaumburg, 
there are only 15 two-and three-bed- 
room homes remaining which qualify 
for the program. They are priced 
from $32,990 to $38,490. 


"While we can't deny that the tax 


credit contributed to our sales suc- 
cess, it was only one of many fac- 
tors," Benach said. "The fact is, our 
sales were excellent even during the 
down-market days of 1974." 


Norman Hassinger, vice president 


of sales and marketing for Kaufman 
and Broad Homes, Inc., said that 
some of the other factors playing a 
part In 1975's improved home sales 
figures have been lower interest 
rates, generally improved economic 
conditions, higher employment and 
the resolution of important strikes. 


Hassinger said the tax credit has 


had more impact on single-family 
home inventory than it has had on 
multi-family inventory simply be- 
cause more people want a single-fami- 
ly home. "So in multi-family housing, 
there Is still a lot of inventory around, 
and therefore, I'd like to see the tax 
credit program extended," he said. 


"However, I think a more effective 


way to help the housing Industry 
would be to reduce interest rates 
through federally Insured programs," 
Hassinger said. "When you come 
down to it, it is the high cost of Inter- 
est that turns buyers off — they sim- 
ply have trouble making a long-term 
commitment to pay 9 per cent or 
more for 29 years." 


Edward Zale, president of Meadow 


Edge Company, said be firmly be- 
lieves that whether the building in-

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program definitely will not be extend- 
ed. "I think that Congress really isn't 
very conscious of the housing industry 
any more and that the administration 
feels that the economy is on an up- 
swing and that artificial stimulation is 
no longer necessary. Frankly, I too 
would be more than happy if the in- 
dustry can go back to a more normal 
state without the sharp ups and downs 
that result from governmental inter- 
vention," he said. 


But Zale said that while the tax 


credit is in effect, "It is silly not to 
take advantage of it if you're in the 
market for a new home. What better 
Christmas present could you give 
your family?" 


Zale has only two homes remaining 


at his Meadow Edge townhome com- 
munity in Rolling Meadows which 
qualify for the program — a three- 
bedroom two-bath Canterbury model, 
priced at $54,100, and a three-bedroom 
1 M>-bath Ashley model, priced at 
$52,200. "But we don't expect sales to 
fall off when these two are gone," he 
said. "We've been lucky to be able to 
offer 7% per cent 30-year financing, 
and our buyers this year have been 
selecting the individual homes they 
wanted whether they qualified for the 
rebate or not." 


Albert Zale, president of Zale Con-' 


struction Company, said that the 
availability of government subsidized 


low interest mortgages also contrib- 
uted to excellent sales at his firm's 
Lakeside Villas townhome community 
in Wheeling. The development is sold 
out except for 16 homes, priced from 
$46,200 to $46,900, all of which qualify 
for the tax credit program. 


"Sales at Lakeside Villas are up 66- 


2/3 per cent over what they were in 
1974, and there is no doubt that the 
7% per cent financing and the tax 
credit program contributed greatly," 
Zale said. "In fact, I know of two 
apartment renters who simply were 
not in the housing market until the 
tax credit program was announced." 


Zale said that the only thing that 


bothers him about the tax credit pro- 
gram is that it benefits homebuyers, 
but no other people. "I don't know, 
there just seems to be something in- 
equitable about that," he said. 


Inequitable or not, it has been a 


real benefit, and according to Arthur 
B. Gingold, president of The Richards 
Group of Illinois, Inc., a real sense of 
urgency is developing as the year and 
the program draw to a close. "Just 
before the end of the year, builders 
traditionally are eager to rid them- 
selves of their inventory. Combine 
that with the tax credit and you end 
up with one of the best buyer's mar- 
kets the nation has ever experienced. 
There is no doubt about it — now is a 
great time to buy," he said.

and come up with an additional $1.2 
million in working capital. 


When Veeck arrived here early 


Wednesday morning, he was confident 
that he had met the leagues demands. 
But had it not been for an impas- 
sioned plea by Detroit owner John 
Fetzer that some of the other owners 
put aside their personal prejudices, 
Veeck would still be on the outside 
looking in. 


"There's been more soul-searching 


over this thing," Fetzer told his fellow 
owners. "We have left these people 
(Veeck's people) over a barrel. We 
told them to go do it and they did it. 
This is no time to cry over the spilled 
milk. We have to be men about it. 


"I don't like the idea of letting a 


guy sit in with us who has called me a 
son of a bitch over and over, but, gen- 
tlemen, we have to take another 
vote." 


Veeck, who had his right leg ampu- 


tated after a series of operations 
made necessary by injuries he re- 
ceived as a Marine in World War II, 
came limping down the corridor of 
the plush ocean front hotel where the 
annual baseball meetings are being 
held. 


"I think I made it," he said with a 


wide grin. 


He went into the room where the 


American League owners had been 
closeted and it was only a few min- 
utes before the doors swung wide so 
Veeck could talk about his success. 


"I am delighted to be back again," 


said Veeck. "I only hope we'll be as 
successful as we plan. My first prior- 
ity is to make the White Sox a better 
ballclub." 


Veeck said he had to give up some 


of the stock he was holding for him- 
self hi order to meet the league's de- 
.mand and thus won't have as big a 
share as he originally planned. 


"But, I'll be in control," he said. 


"And we're not going to cease to try 
to be entertaining." 


Upon officially taking control of the 


White Sox, Veeck announced that Ro- 
land Hemond would continue in his 
capacity as the club's general man- 
ager. Hemond then announced the 
club's first trade under Veeck's stew- 
ardship — three-time 20-game winner 
Kaat and minor league shortstop Mike 
Buskey going to the Phillies for right- 
handed pitchers Dick Ruthven and 
Roy Thomas and outfielder Alan Ban- 
nister. 


Veeck also gave a somewhat less 


than ringing endorsement of the man 
he inherits as manager, Chuck Tan- 
ner. 


"He's the manager and he has a 


contract," was. Veeck's terse reply 
when asked if Tanner, who received a 
long-term deal from Veeck's pre- 
decessor, Allyn, would be back. 


Veeck, famed for his flamboyant 


baseball promotions, first went into 
the major leagues in 1946 as operator 
of the Cleveland Indians. After four 
years, he switched to the St. Louis 
Browns but sold that club in 1953 after 
being rebuffed in his efforts to move 
the Browns to Baltimore. 


He returned to baseball in 1959 as 


owner of the White Sox but sold out 
his interests in 1961 at the advice of 
his doctors. 


Veeck's group, made up of more 


than 40 persons, mainly from the Chi- 
cago area, purchased 80 per cent of 
the club with former owner Allyn re- 
taining the other 20. 


"I'd be remiss if I didn't express 


my appreciation to the people of Chi- 
cago who came to our aid," 
said 


Veeck. "Not to those who came along 
at the tailend. 
' "Our people did a phenomenal job 
in meeting conditions over the past 
week. It's tremendously important to 
a beat-up guy like I am to have this 
kind of support."

stop. Bannister hit .2B2 in only 24 games for the Phillies last year. 
He wni Ihp No. 1 pick out of Arizona State University in the 
January 197,1 draft. 


Ruthven, 24. was 2-2 in 11 games with the Phillies with a 4.17 


ERA after being recalled from Toledo on July 4. 


Thomas. 21. was 6-3 at Reading of the Eastern League with a 2.55 


ERA while Buskey, 25, hit only .243 for the White Sox' Denver farm 
in the American Association with two homers and 43 runs batted in. 


When asked if he was worried about Kaat's oft-repeated desire to 


retire last year. Phillies' Manager Danny Ozark said, "I'm not 
worried about that. He certainly isn't going to retire after two 
straight 20-win seasons. He's too good an athlete for that."

All season. Coach Jack Pardee has 


been looking for (hose who will take 
on roles as leaders and Osborne, after 
warming the bench more or less for 
three consecutive games, became the 
defensive leader helping the Bears to 
their third win of the season, over the 
Detroit Lions. 


"t saw It was something we were 


Jacking in," Osborne said, "so I 
thought 'Why not take the role.'

"A lot of our guys look up to Doug 


KuKmtp. but Doug bis so many things 
be has lo do and concentrate on. So 1 
took It on. Sure, it's 'psychology. I 
know that I got to talk to some of 
these guys, that I got to pat others on

the behind, or something. 


"They're all different, and it takes 


a different way to motivate them. I 
guess it's psychology. I try to do 
something different with each one, to 
encourage them, and maybe show 
them myself. It's not telling them 
'Make that tackle,' or 'Knock down 
that ball.' It's just kind of encour- 
aging them and getting us all togeth- 
er. 


"I felt it had to be done. I. felt we 


gotlo get these guys rolling, and if wa 
do nobody can stop them. I know if I 
can get these guys thinking that I'm 
doing a job, they'll do it too. 


"I remember playing with Alden 


Roche — he's with the Packers now 
— in school and how he inspired me. I 
knew then I felt I wasn't going to let 
him make all the sacks, I was going 
to get there to make some myself. So 
I like to think the young guys think 
that 
way." 


Pardee agreed that Osborne "has 


taken the leadership role which we 
have to have," and added, "The lead 
role is demonstratfng most by ex- 
ample. That's what leadership is. Go- 
Ing all out on every play." 


Osborne, though he has missed two 


complete games and played part time 
in others, still ranks second on the 
Bears in sacks, and when he's in ac- 
tion with Wally Chambers on the oth- 
er side of the line, they make a fear- 
some combination. 


"Wally and I usually stunt a lot," 


he said. "Wally is quick, and I'm- 
stronger. When I'm in there, a lot of 
times I'll try to go first so the other 
guys attack me, and he goes around. 
Or if he goes first, I go around. I like 
to feel that I've got to perform; I like 
to feel that I give my best. Wally 
plays well with anybody, but we kind 
of know each other." 


Osborne conceded it was "frustra- 


ting" for him to be on the bench while 
the Bears were losing because he 
couldn't make positive moves to 
psych up his teammates. "I have to 
do it by showing them," he said, "and 
you can't show them from the bench." 


He probably won't spend much time 


there the rest of his career. Pardee 
wants his leaders on the field.

Her burgundy bodice is laced tightly 
over her "stomacher." a white em- 
broidered triangle that extends down 
over the stomach. Under the folds of 
her burgundy skirt is a white shift, 
and perched on her head is a butterfly 
cap.

THE TIME IS December 1775. 
The place is Philadelphia. 
Very few people have yet given any 


thought to the possibility of war. least 
of all this printer's good wife, a 
middle-class woman who wears home- 
spun wools and linens and never sighs 
for the velvets and silks of a lady of 
wealth. 


"I don't weave — there are many 


weavers In the city," she explained. 
"But I do enjoy spinning and dyeing, 
and I do all the sewing for my fami- 
ly " 


When her children were little, they 


wore a "puddin* cap" and perhaps 
padded clothing to protect them if 
they fell down. But by 5 or 6, they 
were dressed exactly like their par- 
ents. 


THE 1775 WOMAN washed clothes 


about once a month, recycled textiles 
far beyond the woman of today. Worn 
garments were unraveled and rewo- 
ven into something smaller. The last 
raggy vestiges of linen clothing, no 
longer of reweaving quality, were 
made into paper. "Paper and wood 
are very dear in the city," said Mary 
Alice. 


Shoes were neither left nor right, 


nnd could be switched 
for more 


even wear. They were repaired over 
and over. Leather garments were pop- 
ular for men because of their durabil- 
ity. Pewter buttons, if broken, could 
be recast. 


The Mary Alice of 1775 is the daugh- 


ter of an indentured servant, a man 
who agreed to four years of servitude 
to pay for his passage to America. 
There is no stigma attached to this — 
it is quite common. 


"I C'A\ READ." she announced 


proudly. "My father sent me to a 
'Dame' school — a woman who taught 
me in her home. I have also learned 
along with my sons. Of course my 
daughters have no need to go to 
school; by the time they are 14,1 will 
have taught them every detail of 
managing a household." 


Her imaginary 13-year-old daughter 


of 200 years ago is preparing her hope 
chest, completing a quilt, embroider- 
ing a sampler. She already knows 
how to spin, knit, crochet, cook over 
the huge kitchen fireplace,, make 
cheese, soap and candles. From her 
mother's knowledge of teas and herbs, 
of healing plants, she is able to care 
for the sick. 


Mary Alice's stepson served an ap- 


prenticeship with his father and now 


works with him in the print shop. Her 
16-year-old son, old enough to go into 
the army, and also to pav taxes, 
has expressed a desire to enroll at 
Benjamin Franklin's academy. 


HER TWO YOUNGER children ex- 


hibit the good table manners their 
mother taught them, standing to eat 
or sitting down only when invited. 
Never do they ask for seconds, smell 
the meat, nor take salt with anything 
other than a clean table knife. 


And on she goes, this Pennsylvania 


woman, dishing up fascinating, histor- 
ical facts in easy conversational style, 
then inviting questions from the au- 
dience. 


What prompts a woman, a former 


teacher, to immerse herself in an his- 
torical period, dress for the part, and 
kindle the interest of others by 
breathing life into stories of the past? 


"A workshop I attended convinced 


me that one should do what one likes 


to do best," explained this real-life 
mother of two. "I love to read and I 
love to talk."

Heightened expectations that go un- 


fulfilled at Christmas can be set-up 
for the holiday blues. 


Psychiatrists often see more of this 


usually mild form of depression 
around that period in people who 
think they should be having a good 
time when they aren't. 


The blues are marked 
by dis- 


appointment, 
discouragement, 
sad- 


ness, withdrawal and pessimism. Doc- 
tors say this low feeling often passes 
when the holidays end. 


"There's just a cultural expectation 


that Christmas means joy." 
said 


Dr. Dean Schuyler of Rockville, Md., 
a psychiatrist who coordinated de- 
pression research at the National In- 
stitute of Mental Health before enter- 
ing private practice last year. 


"IF YOU'RE ALONE in October, it 


in itself will not get people down. But 
if you're alone at Christmas time, 
that can get people down because it 
violates what they expect Christmas 
to be like." 


Dr. Myma Weissman, a psychiatrist 


at Yale University's Depression Re- 


search Unit, said people see on tele- 
vision and in the newspapers what it's 
supposed to be like. Families are sup- 
posed to be together, and yet they 
may not have families. 


In a telephone interview, she said 


another factor may be tension that 
breaks the image of joy and happi- 
ness at family gatherings. 


"We're all enchanted by these cozy 


scenes, and we're being led to think 
we should expect that," said Dr. Mi- 
chael J Petite, assistant professor of 
psychiatry at Georgetown University 
"Who says we're supposed to expect 
it? 


"IK YOU DON'T get along with 


your family the rest of the year, why 
should you have cozy warm feelings 
toward one another at Christmas 
time? 


"But if you're torn between the two, 


saying I should have these feelings, 
but I don't, you start to internalize the 
negative feelings, saying it's not ap- 
propriate to be angry because it's 
Christmas. And you start becoming 
low." 


Petite also said financial problems, 


caused in part by over extension of 
gift buying, also could play a role in 


holiday depressions 


Dr Aaron T Beck, professor of psy- 


chiatry at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, said some eases of the holiday 
blues result from regarding Christ- 
mas as a time marker. 


' As people get older, the holiday 


season seems to have a depressive ef- 
fect, because they can't recapture the 
pleasures of the past,'' he said. 


Dr Weissman said too much drink- 


ing during the holiday period also can 
contribute to the blues. She said 
people should use restraint and also 
should not get overtired. 


Petite ako had advice on avoiding 


holiday blues 


• Don't over-anticipate; "Anticipa- 


tion is frequently better than the 
actual event." 


• Don't have unreal expectations. 


Petite said some people say, 
"It's 


Christmas so let's forget our trou- 
bles." They think the Christmas spirit 
will end domestic or other troubles 
they've been having. 


• Don't let problems build up in- 


side. If the issue is worthwhile, dis- 
cuss it, he said, or learn to shrug It 
off.

Shock from any cause or a sudden 


drop in blood pressure, if there is al- 
ready disease in the arteries, can low- 
er the circulation to the brain a criti- 
cal amount and induce a stroke. 


STROKES ARE SO common that al- 


most everyone has someone in the 
family or a near relative who has had 
one There are about 200,000 deaths 
each year in the United States from 
strokes.

About two-thirds of patients who de- 


velop a stroke have either diabetes or 
high blood pressure. The control of 
both conditions would go a long way 
toward eliminating the high incidence 
of strokes in our culture. 


Although the basis for diabetes is 


probably with a patient from birth, di- 
abetes usually develops slowly into 
adult onset diabetes. If it is not man- 
aged properly, a person can develop a 
condition called diabetic coma. 


Diabetic coma is simply a coma 


that results when the chemical bal- 
ance of the body is badly out of bal- 
ance. The body can't utilize glucose 
normally, and the end result is the 
formation of excessive amounts of 
strong acids which leads to diabetic 
acidosis and may progress to coma 
with unconsciousness and shock. 


DURING COMA the shock-like reac- 


tion may lower the blood pressure 
enough to induce a stroke if a person 
already has disease in the arteries to 
the brain.

acidosis results in formation of ke- 
tones and gives the patient an acetone 
breath. 


The acetone breath is often con- 


fused with alcohol. If the person is 
confused, which is often the case, the 
combination may lead an unsuspect- 
ing law enforcement officer to think 
he is drunk. The result is a disaster 
with a critically ill patient ending up 
in jail in less than optimal circum- 
stances when he should be getting 
emergency treatment in a hospital.

A group of doctors warned in the

and "prudence" be exercised by doc- 
tors in prescribing the pills, and that 
they should not be used at all by 
women with cancer in the family, 
heavy smokers or women with his- 
tories of migraine headaches or blood 
vessel problems. 


An estimated 6 to 10 million women 


currently use such estrogen pills, 80 
per cent of them taking Premarin 
made by Averst Laboratories.

It is a strangely contradictory posi- 


tion the FTC has assumed. It is diffi- 
cult to understand why consumers 
need more than availability of price 
information where drugs are con- 
cerned. It is highly possible that a 
number of the women on the now-sus- 
pect estrogen pills pressured their re- 
luctant doctors into prescribing it 
because of some Madison Avenue im- 
age.

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Doctors urged to fight TV violence 


A child psychiatrist urges Amer- 


ica's doctors to help rub out violence 
on children's television — calling the 
effect of such violence "a national 
scandal." 


Dr. Michael B. Rothenberg, in a 


special communication published in 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Association out Monday, said the time 
is long past due for a "major, organ- 
ized cry of protest from the medical 
profession . . . to what I consider a 
national scandal." 


Rothenberg Is with the University of 


Washington School of Medicine and 
the Children's Orthopedic Hospital 
and Medical Center in Seattle. He 
cited studies showing that the average 
American child will have watched a 
wide ranae of violent acts on tele- 
vision by the time formal school ends. 


"There is an average of six times 


more violence during one hour of chil- 
dren's television than there is in one 
hour of adult television." 


Rothenberg based his concern on 


146 reports in behavioral science jour- 
nals and representing SO studies in- 
volving 10,000 children and adoles- 
cents from every conceivable back- 
ground. 


He said all showed that violence 


viewing produces increased aggres- 
sive behavior in the young and that 
immediate remedial action in terms 
of television programming is war- 
ranted. 


Summarizing some research find- 


ings, in major areas of behavior af- 
fected by violence on television, the 
psychiatrist made these points: 


• Novel, aggressive behavior se- 


quences are learned by children 
through exposure to aggressive ac- 
tions shown on television or films. 


• There is a decreased emotional 


sensitivity to media violence as a re- 
sult of the repetition of violence in the

BY JAN. 1, 1976, all broadcasters 


are supposed to be in full compliance 
with new Federal Communications 
Commission guidelines for children's 
television programming. 


" . . . but there is no evidence from 


the current programming or from an- 
nouncements of all 1975 programming 
that any substantive move toward 
such compliance has been made," the 
psychiatrist said. 


Dr. Rothenberg listed 
programs 


that produce prosocial good behav- 
iors. These included "Misterogers 
Neighborhood," "Call It Macaroni," 
"Big Blue Marble," "Rainbow Over 
Seven," and "Fat Albert and the Cos- 
by Kids."

Bonsai for unusual Christmas gift 


Seeing more of those charming, di- 


minutive bonsai pots around lately 
reminds me that a bonsai tree might 
make an unusual gift under the 
Christmas tree. 


Bonsai are expensive IT you buy 


them already made up. But you can 
get one started at a fraction of the 
cost. 


There are four main points to re- 


member 
in bonsai (miniaturizing 


trees into living sculpture): confine 
roots to the small container, prune top 
growth each year, provide proper con- 
ditions for growth of the tree, and po- 
sition the trunk and branches into a 
pleasing design. 


START BY PLACING a screen over 


the drainage holes of the bonsai con- 
tainer you have selected. (Two local 
outlets for bonsai containers are Chas. 
Klehm Nursery in Arlington Heights 
and D. Hill Nursery in Dundee.) Cov- 
er the screen with a fourth inch of 
potting soil and vermiculite mixed. 


Select a suitable subject such as fig, 


variegated euonymous, ming aralia, 
Japanese red maple, or ask your nur- 
seryman to make a suggestion if 
you're stumped. Trees grown in cold 
climates such as pines, spruce, flow- 
ering cherry, etc., will not survive 
long indoors as they need a cold peri- 
od of dormancy in winter. If the win- 
ter temperature should go above 35-40 
degrees, they will die. It's as simple 
as that. 


After you have your pot and your 


tree, the next step is to spread the

roots, scrape away as much soil as 
possible. Retain all the small, fibrous 
roots possible. Position the tree in the 
pot and work potting mix in and 
around the roots. Press firmly to 
eliminate air pockets. Be sure the 
trunk is above the sides of the pot and 
not planted too low. 


WATER THE PLANT by misting 


gently until the soil is thoroughly 
saturated. Keep the plant away from 
direct sun for the first 10 days. Watch 
it to see how often to water. Don't 
fertilize until after new growth has 
started. Remember that the bonsai 


will need root pruning and top prun- 
ing when roots become crowded. 


Use copper wire to shape the bonsai 


into your desired effect. Try to use 
the natural leaning of the plant to 
lend itself to artistic shape. The wire 
should be stiff enough to hold the 
trunk and branches. As the tree 
grows, the branches become fixed in 
the position you have wired it, and the 
wire is removed. 


Above all, be careful to avoid harm-

EXACTLY HOW LONG IS A DAY? 


This is one of those tricky ques- 


tions. For example, the ordinary day 
Is based on the earth's rotation. This 
can be measured in different ways, 
and the answers do not agree. What's 
more, our dizzy old planet varies its 
speed slightly as it spins around. 


The calendar insists that there are 


exactly 24 hours in svery day and 365 
days in a year, plus an extra day for 
leap year. With a few modifications, 
such as time zones, this system works 
quite well all around the world. 


However, the day is based on the 


time it takes the earth to complete a 
rotation on its axis. And when it 
comes to the motion of heavenly bod- 
ies, we cannot depend upon them to 
be perfectly precise. For example, 
sometimes the earth spins a little 
slower or faster. In September, the 
days may be half-a-minute shorter 
than 24 hours. Around Christmas 
time, the days may be half-a-minute 
longer than 24 hours. 


More problems arise when we set

about measuring the earth's rotation 
speed. It can be measured by the sun 
or by the distant stars — and the re- 
sults do not agree. This is where some 
people tend to get picky and insist 
that the day is four minutes short of 
24 hours. 


The solar day is measured by the 


sun. It begins when the noonday sun 
is highest in the sky and continues un- 
til the next high noon. The days vary 
because the rotation speed varies. But 
the problem is solved by computing 
all the days of the year. The result is 
the mean, or average, solar day — 
which is 24 hours. 


The sidereal day, or star day, mea- 


sures the earth's rotation by the stars. 
It begins when a certain star passes a 
certain point overhead and continues 
until the star returns to the same po- 
sition. However, the stars rise a little 
earlier each night. Hence the sidereal 
day is a little shorter than the solar 
day. To be more or less exact, the 
difference is three minutes and 56 sec- 
onds. 


The year is based on the time it 


takes the earth to orbit the sun. How- 
ever, the earth's daily rotations do not 
fit neatly into this time period. During 


the year, the earth spins around 36 
times — plus a quarter-turn. So every 
fourth year we gather up the four 
quarters to make an extra day. We 
tack it onto the end of February and 
have ourselves a leap year with 366 
days.

Many builders offer 
fireplace 


The fireplace — whether it is gas 


fired, electric or natural wood-burn- 
ing, prefabricated or masonry, wall- 
mounted or free-standing, marble, 
brick or stone faced — is still the hot- 
test single amenity a builder can of- 
fer. 


"From 
the 
beginning of time, 


people have been fascinated by fire," 
said Ed Havlik, president of Home 
Data Corp., and executive vice-presi- 
dent of COMCO, a consulting firm 
specializing In the marketing of resi- 
dential housing. According to Havlik, 
"In prehistoric times, the fireplace 
was the central source of heat for the 
caveman's home and Interestingly, 
may be again. 


"This concern for energy con- 


servation Is evident In the new ther- 
mal-efficient prototype home already 
built In Cleveland and the one being 
planned by the Home Builders Associ- 
ation of Great Chicago at Green 
Trails in Lisle," he said. "Part of the 
concept is to make the fireplace the 
primary source of heat not only In one 
room, but In other areas of the 
home." said Havlik. 


"We have been building homes in 


this area for 25 years and have al- 


ways offered fireplaces, because we 
feel they are especially important in 
the Chicago climate," said Ed Zale, 
president of Meadow Edge Company, 
developers of the new Meadow Edge 
townhouse 
community in Rolling 


Meadows. According to Zale, nearly 
half of his Meadow Edge homeowners 
buy the optional $1,850 cedartrimmed 
fireplace. Also offered is an optional 
gas line for persons who want to con- 
vert from wood-burning to gas-fired. 


"The true fireplace lover is a purist 


and will only settle for a wood-burn- 
ing fireplace, but we've found that 
many people soon tire of the work in- 
volved and actually like the idea of a 
fireplace better than the fireplace it- 
self. We also view the fireplace as a 
decorative piece of furniture that be- 
comes the focal point of a room," said 
Zale, who will custom build any fire- 
place his buyers can describe — ei- 
ther through drawings or photographs 
in magazines. 


He is also one of the few builders in 


this market, offering an optional fire- 
place in the master bedroom suite of 
one model. "But the family room 
seems to be the most popular location 
for the fireplace, because it is gener-

ally associated with family groupings 
and social gatherings," he said. 


Arthur B. Gingold, president of The 


Richards Group of Illinois, Inc., 
agrees. "Of our homeowners, 60 per 
cent buy a fireplace and of them 86 
per cent want it in the family room," 
said Gingold. 


However, whether a person buys a 


fireplace or not- depends on what he 
can afford. "Some people 
consider 


fireplaces necessities, while others 
think of them as luxuries," he said. 
Based on that, he has included a fire- 
place in all family rooms at Maches- 
ter, a luxury single-family home de- 
velopment in Lincolnshire, and offers 
fireplaces as optional features at both 
of his townhouse communities — the 
Crossings in Buffalo Grove and The 
Fairway of Country Lakes in Naper- 
ville. "Although everyone wants a 
fireplace some people simply need 
wall space more." 


Gingold's fireplaces are wood-burn- 


ing with gas starters, faced in brick, 
wood or marble and priced from 
$1,500 to $2,300. "Brick is definitely 
the most popular fireplace facing." 


Bill Maybrook, vice president of 


Lexington Development Corporation, 
builders of a new condominium coach 
house development in Schaumburg, 
believes that home ownership is often 
equated with fireplaces. "The idea of 
a cozy fireplace is a strong psy- 
chological factor in the mystique of 


Winter Is just around the corner. 


With the mild fall, we may have for- 
gotten to properly protect plants from 
the ravages of winter, Also, keeping a 
close watch on what is going on in the 
garden will help lessen damage that 
wilt have to be repaired next spring. 
Damage due to freezing and thawing 
is the first and foremost type of injury 
in the midwest, says James E. Schus- 
ter, University of Illinois Extension 
Horticulturist in DuPage County. 


Other common types of winter in- 


jury Include sunscald, frost cracking, 
rodent injury and snow and ice break- 
age. 


Snow and ice breakage is seen most 


commonly on tall upright evergreens 
that split open under heavy snow 
loads. Tying the branches together 
with heavy cord and shaking off snow 
accumulations will help prevent this 
type of damage. Frost cracking shows 
up as long vertical cracks in the bark 
of trees. This is usually seen on the 
south or southwest side of trees. 
Young smooth barked trees are espe- 
cially susceptible. 


Cracks are caused when the sun 


heats up the trunk and then this area 
freezes at night. This type of injury 
can be prevented easily by providing 
artificial shade, says Schuster. Wrap- 
ping the trees with tree wrap is one 
method. Painting the trunk with white 
latex paint or just laying a board 
against the trunk will help, 


Heaving of plants is again the result 


of soil warming during the day and 
freezing at night. This results in forc- 
ing the plant out of the soil and ex- 
posing roots to the air. Perennials are 
often seen heaved out of the soil. This 
can be avoided by applying a straw 
mulch around the plants after the soil 
freezes. This will help keep the soil 
frozen. 


Rodent damage is commonly seen 


on young trees, as a result of these 
animals feeding on the bark. The first 
thing to do is remove all tall grass 
from around the trunk, says Schuster. 
This discourages nesting. Hardware 
cloth also is used to provide a me- 
chanical barrier. Chemical repellants 
are also available.

"When you consider the hypnotic ef- 
fect of the fire, the escapism, the 
crackling sound of wood burning and 
the beautiful aroma it creates, you 
can easily understand why the fire-' 
place is the sexiest amenity a builder 
can offer," he said. 


As for energy conservation as a 


reason to buy a fireplace, one must 
consider the energy burned in relation 
to the heat given off: 


Fact: only 15 per cent of all heat 


generated by a fireplace goes into the 
room. The rest escapes up the chim- 
ney. 


Fact: if you have a gas-or electric- 


fired fireplace, you will obviously use 
more, not less energy. 


Fact: In the summer, the flue en- 


ables warm outside air to seep into 
the home you may be trying to air 
condition, thereby, increasing the en- 
ergy yo umust use to offset this effect. 


Fact: In the winter, the cold outside 


air displaces the warm air in the 
room if the fireplace is not being 
used, creating a draft and requiring 
more heat to offset. 


So, it 'appears, until engineering 


technology and the design of fire- 
places eliminate these problems ener- 
gy conservation is not a valid reason 
to buy one. The simple love of a fire- 
place, most builders agree, is still the 
most valid and traditional reason to 
buy one.

Christmas holiday activities often 


center around focd. Impromptu par- 
ties as well as formal gatherings 
gravitate around the table — whether 
buffet style or sit-down type. 


But these various; eating activites 


can prove dlastrou* to people on diets. 
For those with a poundage problem 
the food only means stricter diets af- 
ter the holidays. 


However, for heart and diabetic 


patients, irresistible temptations can 
be devastating — and the results 
could show up immediately instead of 
at next month's weigh-in. 


For people on diabetic, low choleste- 


rol or low salt diets, the Chicago area 
American Diabetes Association and 
the American Heart Association have 
several suggestions to help them 
through the holidays. 


.JEANNETTE WHITE of the Ameri- 


can Diabetes Association said many 
diabetics generally don't have pr«b- 
lems as long as they count everything 
they eat into their daily exchange 
diets. 


"But with the overweight diabetic, 


we begin to have problems," she said. 
She said 80 per cent of all adult dia- 
betics are also on reducing diets. 


The most pronounced temptations 


occur with appetizers and cocktails. 
She suggested ordering a diet beve- 
rage, or club soda with a twist of 
time, since it looks like a mixed drink. 
And appetizers like "free" fresh vege- 
tables (carrot sticks, celery, cucum- 
bers, pepper strips and cauliflower) 
are fine, she said. But fresh fruits 
need to be counted into the diabetic's 
diet. 


"The meal itself is the least of the 


diabetic's problems," said Ms White. 


BUT SHE SUGGESTS that the host- 


ess keep in mind that plain meat and 
vegetables are best for diabetics to 
count into their daily diets. 
' 
'. 


"It also helps if the hostess knows 


what goes into the-dishes like salads 
and sauces," she said. "The diabetic 
then has a.better idea how to fit the 
food into his plan." 


Also, sugar substitutes should be 


available and the cook might make up 
small dishes of the salads, desserts 
and sauces with the sugar omitted. 


Nancy Wilson, nutritionist with the 


American Heart Association, said she 


thinks hosts and hostesses '^really try 
to think of their diet-conscious friends 
when planning menus.'' 


As with the diabetics, alcoholic 


• beverages can be hard on the body's 


fatty tissues and should be avoided. 


THE TRADITIONAL turkey is ideal 


for formal dinners because it is high 
in protein and low in fat - particular- 
ly 
If the skin and dark meat is 


avoided, she said. 


Stuffing-balls cooked outside the 


turkey also reduce fat and can be pre- 
pared with or without salt. Unsalted 
sidedishes are also recommended, 
said Ms. Wilson.

Also, because it is not baked, 
sugar substitute can be used instead 
of sugar, saving on a few calories if 
the dieter is watching calorie intake 
along with cholesterol or salt.

When you are in the hospital and on 


a special diet, the doctor and dietitian 
worry about what you eat. But when 
you are sent home and told to stick to 
your special diet, you may face a sev- 
ere problem of what you should eat 
and how much of it. That question in 
the past 10 years has been answered 
partially by special diet books pre- 
pared by medical and nutritional ex- 
perts.

Margarine preferred to butter

Margarine and 
butter are, of 


course, primarily fats. Most marga- 
rines are manufactured mainly from 
partially hardened polyunsaturated 
fats, while butter consists mainly of 
saturated animal fat, derived from 
whole milk. Monounsaturated fat, 
which has no effect on blood choles- 
terol level, is another type of unsatu- 
rated fat. 


While vegetable oils are, as a rule, 


high in polyunsaturated fats, the lio- 
uid oils usually become more satu- 
rated when they are hardened for use 
in margarine Therefore, margarine 
can never be as unsaturated as the 
oils it's made from. But because 
margarine is made from vegetable 
oils, it's less likely to increase blood 
cholesterol levels than butter, which 
is largely saturated fat. What's more, 
certain margarines, such as those 
made from minimally hardened oils, 
may actually lower blood cholesterol 
levels. 


CONSUMERS Union's medical con- 


sultants advise using margarine in- 
stead of butter — especially a marga- 
rine selected from the list included 
here. However, it should be empha- 
sized that if an individual is on a cho- 
lesterol-lowering, low-saturated 
fat 


diet, the entire diet is Important and 
involves much more than simply a 
choice of margarine over butter. 


Margarine comes in a confusing va- 


riety of shapes, sizes and forms. Con- 
sumers Union tested a total of 45 
brands of five different types — con- 
v e n t i o n a 1 sticks, soft, whipped, 
diet/imitation and liquid — and re- 
ported the results in the January 1975 
Consumer Reports. 


Conventional, soft 
and 
whipped 


margarines are at least 80 per cent 
vegetable-oil fat. Whipped margarine 
contains less margarine and more air, 
so a tablespoon of whipped contains 
only 67 calories instead of the 100 ca- 
lories in conventional and soft marga- 
rines. Diet margarine has half as 
much fat and half as many calories 
(SO calories per tablespoon) as con- 
ventional and soft products. Butter 
has about the same amount of calo- 
ries as conventional and soft marga- 
rines. 


SOME MARGARINES - generally 


those made from corn, sunflower or 
safflower oils that have been min- 
imally hardened — contain more of 
the kind of polyunsaturated fat that 
may help reduce the blood cholesterol 
level than do other margarines. In 
Consumers Union's tests, the marga- 
rines with the highest percentage of 
cholesterol-lowering 
polyunsaturated 


fats were: Promise Soft, Promise 
Food Club Soft, Squeeze Parkay Liq- 
uid, Soft Whipped Blue Bonnet, Park- 
ay Soft, Whipped Parkay, Whipped 
Miracle Corn Oil and Mazola. 


Unfortunately, having a high per- 


centage of cholesterol-lowering poly- 
unsaturated fats may affect a mar-

Biff rush to other carriers expected 
United cancels all holiday flights 


by KURT BAER 


Holiday travelers planning to fly 


United Airlines will have difficulty 
finding alternate airline reservations 
in the wake of Dnited's announced 
cancellation Wednesday of all its 
regularly scheduled flights through 
Christmas Eve 


United, whose national headquar- 


ters are in Elk Grove Towpship, an- 
nounced the cancellations after nego- 
tiations between the company and the 
striking International Assoc. of Ma- 
chinists and Aerospace Workers broke 
off indefinitely. 


United also announced a 50 per cent 


cut in pay, effective Saturday, for all 
nonunion employes if no strike settle- 
ment is reached. 


Unitod's 12,500 nonunion, nonman- 


agement employes will have their 
work scheduled halved, while its 6,800 
management employes will continue 
to work full shifts at half .salary. 


A CHECK OF other major air lines 


o MORNING'- 


Wednesday evening showed the num- 
ber of available seats on holiday 
flights was dwindling, and the poten- 
tial for scheduling additional flights 
was limited. ' 


A United spokesman estimated that 


as many as 130,000 persons normally 
would board United planes Dec. 20, 
the company's anticipated peak travel 
day. Nearly 23,000 of those passengers 
would use Chicago's O'Hare Airport. 


"We recommend that passengers 


with reservations (on United)" feel 
free to make arrangements with other 
carriers of their choice," the spokes- 
man raid. 


The company Tuesday laid off 


13,000 other workers — including 5,200 
pilots and 7,000 flight attendants — as 
a result of the walkout which began 
Saturday. A total of 16,700 union me- 
chanics, flight dispatchers, food and 
ramp service workers have been 
idled. 


United's charter flights have been 


canceled through Jan. 1. 


DAVID H. STOWE, chairman of the 


N a t i o n a l Mediation Board which 
Wednesday recessed contract talks in- 
definitely, said that negotiations will 
resume — at the request of either par- 
ty — when mediators decide that 
progress can be made. 


Issues in the dispute are reported to 


be pay, pensions and part-time em- 
ployment. 


"It is with sincere regret that we 


have had to take this action, particu- 
larly in view of the inconvenience that 
will be felt by the traveling public as 
we approach the holiday season," 
mediators said. 


"The posture of the parties at this 


time, however, causes us to feel that 
they should have the time required to 
reevaiuate their positions." 


SPOKESMEN FOR other airlines 


said that some extra flights are 
scheduled routinely to accommodate 
holiday travelers. 


But a limited number of airplanes 


and crews will prevent the carriers 
from greatly expanding their oper- 
ations to carry passengers who nor- 
mally would fly on United, the na- 
tion's largest airline, they said. 


"We'll probably try to do a little 


squeezing," said a spokesman for Del- 
ta Air Lines. "But most of the other 
c a r r i e r s , like us, already have 
planned additional flights — long be- 
fore the United strike." 


At Trans World Airlines — which 


competes with United on routes to 
Washington, D. C., Few York, Los An- 
geles, San Francisco and Las Vegas 
— a spokesman said that seats are 
still available to most destinations. 


"Undoubtedly things are going to 


get tougher and tougher as we get 
closer to the holiday. We'll go to the 
maximum possible." 


AT NORTHWEST Orient Airlines, a 


spokesman said that some extra

Mayor Herbert H. Behrel would not 


divulge what was discussed at the 
meeting, but said the problems be- 
tween Baldaccini and aldermen have 
been resolved.

fruitful meeting," he said. "I think we 
now have a better understanding of 
some of the things that have hap- 
pened in the building department and 
have set some guidelines for the fu- 
ture."

Veeck finally made it, but it was 
close.

Out of baseball the past 14 years, 


the colorful 61-year-old Veeck finally 
succeeded in his three-month attempt 
to buy the White Sox. 


The American 
1 League owners first 


voted to reject his bid by a single 
vote, but prodded into casting a sec- 
ond ballot, they finally approved 
Veeck's application. 


Veeck needed nine affirmative votes 


from the 12 owners. Only eight sup- 
ported him on the first ballot, three 
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voted against and one abstained. On 
the second ballot, Veeck carried the 
day 10-2. 


"I don't really care about the first 


round vote," said the elated Veeck, 
who is taking over the White Sox for 
the second time, "All I care about is 
how it turned out. 
"It's not often that a 61-year-old 
one-legged man gets started off in a 
new life." 


Approval of Veeck blocked an at- 


tempt by a Seattle group, led by en- 
tertainer Danny Kaye, to purchase 
the White Sox and move them to that 
West Coast city, which is holding an 
impending suit over the American 
League stemming from the pullout of

portunity to learn the basics of being 
a single in a new course — "Single 
Living." 


The course covers everything from 


budgeting to life styles for singles. 


We. deal with the question of the 


person as an individual," said Sandra 
Kavathas, singles living teacher at 
Maine East High School. "We discuss 
what the single's responsibilities are, 
what the options are and how a single 
can relate to a marriage-oriented 
society." 


Most of the students in her class are 


seniors who see the problems of find- 
ing the first apartment, getting the 
first job and meeting a budget as a 
reality just down the road. 


"MANY OF THE students were in- 


terested in the problems of finding 
their first apartment," she said. 
"Most of them thought it would be a 
snap. Then we started discussing the 
cost of operating an apartment, hav- 
ing the downpayment, signing the 
lease. I think they've gained a greater 
understanding of the problems in- 
volved." 


Her class went on a field trip to 


Evanston to check out various apart- 
ments there. One of their projects was 
finding an apartment within their 
budget that fit their "life-style" and 
transportation needs. 


She said these experiences have 


brought home some of the hard facts 
of single life. 


"Some of them came in here with 


the 'swinging singles' ideas," said 
Miss Kavathas. "Now that we've dis- 
cussed some of the singles' problems, 
they realize life isn't all that swing- 
ing." 


DESPITE HER single status, Miss 


Kavathas said she refuses to interject 
her opinions in class. Instead, she dis- 
cusses all views and draws on the re- 
sources of fellow teachers and outside 
speakers to bring in different ideas. 


One of the male teachers at Maine 


East, who is single and a foster 
par- 


ent of two children, came to class and 
discussed how a single person may 
rear a family. 


A woman came to discuss the possi- 


bilities of unwed mothers keeping 
their children. Another single woman 
discussed the problems a single must 
cope with when an individual accepts 
responsibilities for her actions. 


"They realized they couldn't 
say, 


'mom and dad won't let me stay out 
so late,' to a persistent date," said 
Miss Kavathas. "They realized there 
are 
new responsibilities 
for 
the 


single." 


Student Rick Boos said he took the 


course because "it's better to learn 
this stuff in class than try to learn it 
on my own. I might be out on my own 
sometime and I don't want to learn 
everything through my mistakes."

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People not machines save 
lives of critically ill: Kim 


by LINDA PUNCH 


Dr. Thomas Kim fights a daily 


battle with death. 


The new director of Northwest Com- 


munity Hospital's intensive-care unit, 
Dr. Kim comes in contact with most 
of the critically ill patients in the hos- 
pital. He said people, not fancy medi- 
cal equipment, are the most impor-, 
tant factor in saving lives. 


"A lot of hospital people equate 


good equipment with good medicine. 
They forget that it takes a good doc- 
tor or nurse to use the machines. 
Most ICU patients are hooked up to 
various pieces of equipment for moni- 
toring and therapeutic purposes, what 
is important is who is watching it," he 
said. 


MOST OF THE STAFF working in 


the intensiva-care unit receive more 
specialized training, Dr. Kim said, 
noting that critically ill patients re- 
quire "more of a one-to-one patient- 


nurse relationship than those less crit- 
ically ill. You have to do more things 
for them." 


The majority of ICU patients suffer 


from some form of heart or lung prob- 
lem, he said. They include accident 
victims suffering from multiple in- 
juries, patients in shock or in a coma 
and patients recovering from neuro- 
surgical or vascular surgery. 


"The intensive-care unit is a very 


rough place. Psychologically, the en- 
vironment is very stressing for every- 
body — patients, nurses, doctors and 
the family," Dr. Kim said. 


The hospital staff "has to have 


more control" in the intensive-care 
unit so "we really can't make tilings 
pleasant for everybody. Patient condi- 
tions dictate the priority," he said. 


Many people have misconceptions 


about the intensive-care unit, in- 
cluding the use of respirators, Dr. 
Kim said. 


"I don't like the term respirator — 


the only one who has made a respira- 
tor is God These machines are really 
ventilators — they simply support the 
breathing mechanism of the body. 
They really don't keep people alive. 
You need other supportive measures 
for that," he said. 


Many people think patients on ven- 


tilators will die if the equipment is 
turned off, but Dr. Kim said this be- 
lief is "not true." 


"VENTILATORS ARE an every- 


day supportive measure. Most of the 
people on the machines survive and 
go home," he said. 


"The better we get in critical-care 


medicine, the betier chance we have 
to prolong life. But in seme cases, 
we're prolonging the agony and suf- 
fering for both patients and family 
since many terminally-ill people are 
brought to the hospital to die. In this 
society, there is no place to die out- 
side the hospital," he said. 


DR. THOMAS KIM, director of the Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital intensive care unit since July, be- 


lieves that well trained medical personnel are the 
most important factor in saving lives.

A CHECK OK other major air lines

A United spokesman estimated that

drop from the current 8,350 to 7,900 if 
no new housing is built in the district 
in the next five years. 


If new construction continues, how- 


ever, officials predict that the enroll- 
ment may climb to 9,700 by 1981. 


A detailed analysis of the projec- 


tions will be given to board members 
tonight.

James Ryan, attorney for the fire 


d i s t r i c t , Wednesday said district 
trustees have "indicated informally 
they would be agreeable" to the an- 
n e x a t i o n . Wheeling trustees last 
month authorized the village attorney 
to start work on an annexation agree- 
ment. 


Ryan said district trustees will be 


"sitting down with the people from 
Wheeling in the near future" to re- 
view state statutes on annexation. 


Most of the village is already within 


the fire district, which serves about 
50,000 residents in Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove, Prospect Heights and unin- 
corporated parts of Wheeling town- 
ship. 


A SMALL section of the village, in- 


cluding about 2,000 residents in the 


northeast section of town, is not in- 
cluded in the district. 


Village Mgr. George Passoll said 


the village wants to join the district 
"so we can get more tax money" to 
support the municipal fire depart- 
ment. 


Residents of the area not included 


in the area do not pay taxes to the 
district. Instead, they are served by 
the municipal fire department, sup- 
ported by village tax monies. 


Property owners in the fire district 


pay taxes at a rate of 28 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. By annexing 
the rest of the village to the district, 
the city fire department will receive 
more money. 


WHEELING VILLAGE Ally. John 


Burke, who met 
with Ryan last 


month, said he "sees no reason why 


the entire village cannot be annexed 
into the fire district." 


Burke said the village can retain 


ownership of the fire department, al- 
though it will be expected to meet fire 
district requirements. The fire district 
\vill continue to contract with the fire 
department for its services and in re- 
turn will pay the village in both tax 
dollars and equipment. 


In 1965, the village passed a refer- 


endum authorizing a municipal fire 
tax. which was to be used if the vil- 
lage clisannexed trom the fire protec- 
tion rlisti-icl. The tax was not levied 
when the courts refused to allow 
Wheeling to leave the fire protection 
district, saying such action would 
leave part ot the district without fire 
service.

Tri-county panel urged 
to operate health service 


Lake County officials have proposed 


the appointment of a tri-county re- 
gional planning commission to admin- 
ister the controversial Health Services 
Planning Agency of Lake, Kane and 
McHenry counties. 


The Lake County board Tuesday au- 


thorized County Chairman John Balen 
to appoint six persons from the county 
to serve on the commission. The num- 
ber of representatives from the other 
two counties has not been determined. 


The three counties have been desig- 


nated by the U. S. Dept. of Health, 
Education and Welfare as one health 
service area under the 
national 


Health Planning and Resource Devel- 
opment Act of 1974. 


TWO LETTERS of intent to form 


the health agency, one calling for the 
appointed commission and the other a 
private corporation to administer the 
program, have been submitted to 
HEW for the three counties. 


A private, nonprofit corporation to 


run the agency has been proposed by 


the executive committees of the two 
agencies, Lake County Health Ser- 
vices Planning Council and Operation 
Health, Inc., that now serve the three 
counties. 


The chairmen of the three county 


boards are proposing a governmental 
body to run the agency. 


The three-county regional planning 


commission could be multi-purpose, 
according to Lake County Board 


Member Mariellen Sabato, chairman 
of the county's HEW committee. 


The regional planning commission 


would appoint a working board to run 
the health planning agency, Mrs. Sa- 
bato said. 


"We are concerned that a private 


group could become dominated by a 
special group. We feel it should be ap- 
pointed by someone elected by the 
people," Mrs. Sabato said. 


Nimrod seeks nod for Congress 


State Sen. John Nimrod, R-Skokie, 


confirmed Monday he will seek the 
Republican nomination for Congress 
in the 10th District. 


Nimrod said he waited for a candi- 


date that could be accepted by the 
voters to emerge but none did. For- 
mer congressman Samuel H. Young 
of Glenview and Daniel Hales of Wil- 
mette already have announced they 
would seek the nomination and run 


against U.S. Rep. Abner J. Mikva, 
D-lOth. Mikva beat Young in 1974. 


Nimrod said he hopes to get the en- 


dorsement of all of the GOP township 
committeemen in the district Nimrod 
is the Niles Township GOP Com- 
mitteeman. 


He also indicated that he would not 


have to resign from his seat in the 
State Senate to enter the primary 
elections.

first job anil meeting a budget as a 
reality just down the road.

"Most of them thought it would be a 
Miup. Then we started discussing the 
cost of operating an apartment, hav- 
ing the downpayment. signing the 
lease. I think they've gained a greater 
understanding of the problems in- 
volved." 


Her class went on a field trip to 


[Mansion to check out various apart- 
ments there. One of their projects was 
finding an apartment within their 
budget that fit their "life-style" and 
transportation needs. 


She said these experiences have 


brought home some of the hard facts 
of single life. 


"Some of them came in here with 


I lie 'swinging singles' ideas." said 
Miss Kavathas. "Now that we've dis- 
cussed some of the singles' problems, 
they realize life isn't all that swing- 
ing." 


DKSIMTK HER single status. Miss 


Kavathas said she refuses to interject 
her opinions in class. Instead, she dis- 
cusses all views and draws on the re- 
sources of fellow teachers and outside 
speakers to bring ill different ideas. 


One of the male teachers at Maine 


Kast, who is single and a foster par- 
ent of two children, came to class and 
discussed how a single person may 
rear a family. 


A woman came to discuss the possi- 


bilities of unwed mothers keeping 
their children. Another single woman 
discussed the problems a single must 
cope with when an individual accepts 
responsibilities for her actions. 


"They realized they couldn't say. 


'mom and dad won't let me stay out 
so late.' to a persistent date," said 
Miss Kavathas. "They realized there 
are 
new responsibilities for 
the 


single." 


Student Rick Boos said he took the 


course because "it's better to learn 
this stuff in class than try to learn it 
on my own. 1 might be out on my own 
sometime and 1 don't want to learn 
everything through my mistakes." 


A N O T H E R STUDENT, Peggy 


Schuttlcr, said she liked the open dis- 
cussion in class. "When you think 
about getting your own place, you 
think it's going to be great. You don't 
think about the bad parts. We talk 
about both sides here." 


They also realized there is more to 


a single's kitchen than beer and pret- 


zels. They learned some cooking 
techniques by baking a turkey, mak- 
ing turkey a la king with the left- 
overs and baking a meat loaf. 


It's every man (or woman) for him- 


self in this class. •

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Biff rush to other carriers expected 
United cancels all holiday flights

Holirlay travelers planning to fly 


United Airlines will have difficulty 
finding alternate airline reservations 
In the wake of United's announced 
cancellation Wednesday of all 
its 


regularly scheduled flights through 
Christmas Eve 


United, whose national headquar- 


ters arc in Elk Grove Township, an- 
nounced the cancellations after nego- 
tiations between the company and the 
striking International Assoc. of Ma- 
chinists and Aerospace Workers broke 
off indefinitely 


United also announced a 50 per cent 


cut in pay. effective Saturday, for all 
nonunion employes if no strike settle- 
ment is reached. 


United's 12.500 nonunion, nonman- 


agement employes will have their 
work scheduled halved, while its 6,800 
management employes will continue 
to work full shifts at half .salary. 


A CHECK OF other major air lines 


Wednesday evening showed the num- 
ber of available seats on holiday 
flights was dwindling, and the poten- 
tial ior scheduling additional flights 
was limited. 


A United spokesman estimated that 


as many as 130,000 persons normally 
would board United planes Dec. 20, 
the company's anticipated peak travel 
day. Nearly 23,000 of those passengers 
would use Chicago's O'Hare Airport 


"We recommend that passengers 


with reservations (on United) feel 
free lo make arrangements with other 
carriers of their choice," the spokes- 
man said. 


The company Tuesday 
laid off 


13,000 other workers — including 5,200 
pilots and 7.000 flight attendants — as 
a result of the walkout which began 
Saturday. A total of 16,700 union me- 
chanics, flight dispatchers, food and 
ramp service workers hr.vc been 
idled. 


United's charter flights have been 


canceled through Jan. l 


DAVID II. STOWE, chairman of the 


N a t i o n a l Mediation Board which 
Wednesday recessed contract talks in- 
definitely, said that negotiations will 
resume -- at the request of either par- 
ty — when mediators decide that 
progress can be made. 


Issues in the dispute are reported to 


be pay, pensions and part-time em- 
ployment. 


"It is with sincere regret thai we 


have had to take this action, particu- 
larly in view of the inconvenience that 
will be felt by the traveling public as 
we approach the holiday season," 
mediators said. 


"The posture of the parties at this 


time, however, causes us to feel that 
they should have the time required to 
reevahiate their positions." 


SPOKESMEN FOR other airlines 


said that some extra flights are 
scheduled routinely to accommodate 
holiday travelers. 


But a limited number of airplanes 


and crews will prevent the carriers 
from greatly expanding their oper- 
ations to carry passengers who nor- 
mally would fly on United, the na- 
tion's largest airline, they said. 


"We'll probably try to do a little 


squeezing," said a spokesman for Del- 
ta Air Lines. "But most of the other 
c a r r i e r s , like us, already have 
planned additional flights — long be- 
fore the United strike." 


At Trans World Airlines — which 


competes with United on routes to 
Washington, D. C., New York, Los An-

The brown and yellow sign with a directional arrow is needed to 


indicate that the school is located behind the shopping center. "It's 
hard to see (hat the building is there," Olson said. 


Trustee Clarice Reeh added the recent reversals on commission 


decisions by the board did not mean the board disagreed with the 
panel's decisions.

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Report on enrollment 
in Dist. 21 due tonight

projections through 1981 tonight that 
indicate the district will not face 
school closings like those predicted in 
neighboring Arlington Heights Dist. 25 
and Mount Prospect Dist. 57.

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Cops to repeat request 
for state grant Friday 


Buffalo Grove police will reaffirm 


their request for a $55,000 crime pre- 
vention grant Friday before Illinois 
Law Enforcement Commission offi- 
cials. 


Police Sgt. Kenneth Blanchette said 


he will represent the department at a 
hearing before the ILEC in Chicago. 
He said he was uncertain how soon a 
decision would be rendered on the 
request. 


The department has had an appli- 


cation before the agency for several 
months for a subsidy to set up a 
crime prevention bureau that would in- 
clude a number of programs. It would 
be staffed full ttme by two officers. 


THE ILEC TOLD local police last 


August that available funds for such 
programs had run out but the appli- 
cation would be reconsidered once 
more money became available. A 
number of police departments in the 
Chicago area have applied for crime- 
prevention grants. 


Blanchette said, if approved, the 


federal government will pay $49,911 of 
the amount while the Village of Buf- 
falo Grove and the state would each 
pay $2,773. 


With a crime prevention bureau, po- 


lice say they will be able to conduct 
public education sessions on methods 
of deterring crimes like burglaries, 
thefts, rapes and home invasions. 


Local businesses would be shown 


how to increase building security. A 
drug-abuse program also would be in- 
cluded, police said.

Swinging single life more 
than parties, students find

First comes school, then comes 


marriage, and then comes a baby in a 
baby carriage.

ing most folks will be pegged a 
"single" during some point in their 
adult life. 


Yet most high schools only offer 


courses on "family living," "mar- 
riage and society" and "child care." 
The "singles" have been forgotten in 
typical curricula line-up. 


STUDENTS IN High School Dist. 


207 this year have been given the op- 
portunity to learn the basics of being 
a single in a new course — "Single 
Living," 


The course covers everything from 


budgeting to life styles for singles. 


Wo deal with the question of the 


person as an individual," said Sandra 
Kavathas. singles living teacher at 
Maine East High School. "We discuss 
what the single's responsibilities are, 
what the options are and how a single 
can relate to a marriage-oriented 
society." 


Must of the students in her class are 


seniors who see the problems of find- 
ing the first apartment, getting the 
first job and meeting a budget as a 
reality just down the road. 


"MANY OF THE students were in- 


terested in the problems of finding 
their first apartment." she said. 
"Most of them thought it would be a 
snap. Then we started discussing the 
cost of operating an apartment, hav- 
ing the downpayment. signing the 
lease. 1 think they've gained a greater 
understanding of the problems in- 
volved." 


Her class went on a field trip to 


Evnnston to check out various apart- 
ments there. One of their projects was 
finding an apartment within their 
budget that fit their "life-style" and 
transportation needs. 


She said these experiences have 


brought home some of the hard facts 
of single life. 


"Some of them came in here with 


the 'swinging singles' ideas." said 
Miss Kavathas. "Now that we've dis- 
cussed some of the singles' problems, 
they realize life isn't all that swing- 
ing." 


DESPITE HER single status. Miss 


Kavathas said she refuses to interject 
her opinions In class. Instead, she dis- 
cusses all views and draws on the re- 
sources of fellow teachers and outside 
speakers to bring in different ideas. 


One of the male teachers at Maine 


East, who is single and a foster par- 
ent of two children, came to class and 
discussed how a single person may 
rear a family. 


A woman came to discuss the possi- 


bilities of unwed mothers keeping 
their children. Another single woman 
discussed the problems a single must 
cope with when an individual accepts 
responsibilities for her actions. 


"They realized they couldn't say. 


'mom and dad won't let me stay out 
so late,' to a persistent date," said 
Miss Kavathas. "They realized there 
are 
new responsibilities 
for the 


single." 


Student Rick Boos said he took the 


course because "it's better to learn 
this stuff in class than try to learn it 
on my own. I might be out on my own 
sometime and I don't want to learn 
everything through my mistakes." 


A N O T H E R STUDENT. Peggy 


Schuttler, said she liked the open dis- 
cussion in class. "When you think 
about getting your own place, you 
think it's going to be great. You don't 
think about the bad parts. We talk 
about both sides here." 


They also realized there is more to 


a single's kitchen than beer and pret- 


zels. They learned some cooking 
techniques by baking a turkey, mak- 
ing turkey a la king with the left- 
overs and baking a meat loaf. 


It's every man (or woman) for him- 


self in this class. 


After all, when you're a single — 


that's the way it is.

Holiday travelers planning to fly 


United Airlines will have difficulty 
finding alternate airline reservations 
in the wake of United's announced 
cancellation Wednesday of all Us 
regularly scheduled flights through 
Christmas Eve 


United, whose national headquar- 


ters'are in Elk Grove Township, an- 
nounced the cancellations after nego- 
tiations between the company and the 
striking International Assoc. of Ma- 
chinists and Aerospace Workers broke 
off indefinitely. 


United also announced a SO per cent 


cut in pay. effective Saturday, for all 
nonunion employes if no strike settle- 
ment is reached. 


United's 12,500 nonunion, nonman- 


agement employes will have their 
work scheduled halved, while its 6,800 
management employes will continue 
to work full shifts at half .salary.

Wednesday evening showed the num- 
ber of available seats on holiday 
flights was dwindling, and the poten- 
tial for scheduling additional flights 
was limited. 


A United spokesman estimated that 


as many as 130,000 persons normally 
would board United planes Dec. 20, 
the company's anticipated peak travel 
day. Nearly 23,000 of those possengers 
would use Chicago's O'Hare Airport. 


"We recommend that passengers 


with reservations (on United) feel 
free to make arrangements with other 
carriers of their choice," the spokes- 
man paid. 


The company Tuesday laid off 


13,000 other workers — including 5,200 
pilots and 7,000 flight attendants — as 
a result of the walkout which began 
Saturday.

Kavathas, singles living teacher at 
Maine East High School. "We discuss 
what the single's responsibilities are, 
what the options are and how a single 
can relate to a marriage-oriented 
society." 


Most of the students in her class are 


seniors who see the problems of find- 
ing the first apartment, getting the 
first job and meeting a budget as a 
reality just down the road. 


"MANY OF THE students were in- 


terested in the problems of finding 


their first apartment," she said. 
"Most of them thought it would be a 
snap. Then we started discussing the 
cost of operating an apartment, hav- 
ing the downpayment, signing the 
lease. I think they've gained a greater 
understanding of the problems in- 
volved." 


Her class went on a field trip to 


Evanston to check out various apart- 
ments there. One of their projects was 
finding an apartment within their 
budget that fit their "life-style" and 
transportation needs. 


She said these experiences have 


brought home some of the hard facts 
of single life. 


"Some of them came in here with 


the 'swinging singles' ideas," said 
Miss Kavathas. "Now that we've dis- 
cussed some of the singles' problems, 
they realize life isn't all that swing- 
ing." 


DESPITE HER single status, Miss 


Kavathas said she refuses to interject 
her opinions in class. Instead, she dis- 
cusses all views and draws on the re- 
sources of fellow teachers and outside 
speakers to bring in different ideas. 


One of the male teachers at Maine 


East, who is single and a foster par- 
ent of two children, came to class and 
discussed how a single person may 
rear a family. 


A woman came to discuss the possi- 


bilities of unwed mothers keeping 
their children. Another single woman

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State leaders decry splinter union 
Stand together in Dist. 54: IEA 


Illinois Education Assn. leaders 


Wednesday delivered a pep talk to 50 
members of the Schaumburg Dist. 54 
local teachers' union in an effort to 
squelch support for a small group of 
t e a c h e r s advocating disaffiliation 
from the IEA. 


"Together we are strong — alone 


we are weak," Woody Lee, president 
of the 55,000-member statewide teach- 
ers' union, told local union members. 


Lee warned Dist. 54 union members 


that a district which tries to operate 
without the financial support of the 
IEA wiil be ineffective. 


Lee denied a charge made by the 


dissident group that the IEA had 
pushed Dist. 54 teachers into a three- 
day strike in October before the 
teachers' contract was settled. 


"IEA DOES NOT come in and vote 


to strike — teachers do," Lee said. 
"It might be recommended by our in- 
vestigating committee that you strike. 
But you vote to go along with that or 
turn it down. 


'NobcKV wants anyone to go on 


strike," he said. "I'd like to see teach- 
ers, administrators and board mem- 
bers sit around the table and talk 
about how we can best serve the com- 
munity. But we have problems inter- 
preting the same things the same 
way."

manpower of the IEA if the union is 
to be effective. 


Zeremba said leaders of an indepen- 


dent union, who spend their days 
teaching and their evenings preparing 
lesson plans, cannot put in as much 
time for the union as do paid repre- 
sentatives of the IEA. 


"THE PEOPLE WHO lead a union 


to disaffiliate must commit them- 
selves to years of hard work. Ask 
those leaders in your district whether 
they are willing to spend the next ten 
years building up a new movement. I 
think they'll say no," Zeremba said. 


"Aren't you giving the school board 


an additional weapon because they 
know you don't have the finances to 
pursue (your financial demands) to 
the fullest?" he asked. 


Tomchek cited the case of a teacher 


in an area district who believes he 
was fired illegally and is being sup- 
ported by the IEA in his lawsuit 
against the district. 


"That bill is already $44,000," Tom- 


check said. "If that teacher were in 
your district, wouldn't you like to be 
able to share that cost with the 55,000 
members of the IEA? At what point 
does an independent union say, sorry, 


fella, we don't have the funds to rep- 
resent you? At what point don't you 
have an organization?" 


LEE AND ZEREMBA said the 900 


teachers of Dist. 54 have no "political 
clout" by themselves. 


"If you want representation, you 


have to have the IEA," Zeremba said. 
"Nine hundred teachers out of 80,000 
in Illinois won't make much differ- 
ence. How do you get anything you 
want? Because you can pay the politi- 
cians what they want. And that's 
votes." 


Zeremba, however, who represents 


region 10 at IEA committees, said he 
is still far from satisfied with the way 
IEA is being run. He is particularly 
unhappy with the board of directors, 
which he says 'is working at cross 
purposes." 


But progress is being made, Ze- 


remba said, citing as an example 
teachers such as himself who can now 
sit on IEA committees and have more 
control in the direction the organiza- 
tion takes. 


"The way to change an organization 


is to work from within," Zeremba 
said. "The way to change is not dis- 
affiliation."

54 
local teachers' union in an effort to 
squelch support for a small group of 
t e a c h e r s advocating disaffiliation 
from the IEA. 


"Together we are strong — alone 


we are weak," Woody Lee, president 
of the 55,000-member statewide teach- 
ers' union, told local union members. 


Lee warned Dist. 54 union members 


that a district which tries to operate 
without the financial support of the 
IEA will be ineffective. 


Lee denied a charge made by the 


dissident group that the IEA had 
pushed Dist. 54 teachers into a three- 
day strike in October before the 
teachers' contract was settled 


"IEA DOES NOT come in and vote 


to strike — teachers do," Lee said. 
"It might be recommended by our in- 
vestigating committee that you strike. 
But you vote to go along with that or 
turn it down. 


'Nobody wants anyone1 to go on 


strike," he said. "I'd like to see teach- 
ers, administrators and board mem- 
bers sit around the table and talk 
about how we can best serve the com- 
munity. But we have problems inter- 
preting the same things the same 
way." 


Lee and two IEA leaders, John Ze- 


remba who is chairman of region 10, 
to which Dist. 54 belongs, and David 
Tomchek, who is region 10 director 
for the IEA, said local districts need 
the financial support and available 
manpower of the IEA if the union is 
to be effective. 


Zeremba said leaders of an indepen- 


dent union, who spend their days 
teaching and their evenings preparing 
lesson plans, cannot put in as much 
time for the union as do paid repre- 
sentatives of the IEA. 


"THE PEOPLE WHO lead a union 


to disaffiliate must commit them- 
selves to years of hard work. Ask 
those leaders in your district whether 
they are willing to spend the next ten 
years building up a new movement. I 
think they'll say no," Zeremba said, 
• "Aren't you giving the school board 
an additional weapon because they

54 have no "political 
clout" by themselves. 


"If you want representation, you 


have to have the IEA," Zeremba said. 
"Nine hundred teachers out of 80,000 


in Illinois won't make much differ- 
ence. How do you get anything you 
want? Because you can pay the politi- 
cians what they want. And that's 
votes." 
• Zeremba. however, who represents 
region 10 at IEA committees, said lie 
is still far from satisfied with the way 
IEA is being run. He is particularly 
unhappy with the board of directors, 
which he says 'is working at cross 
purposes." 


But progress is being made, Ze- 


remba said, citing as an example 
teachers such as himself who can now 
sit on IEA committees and have more 
control in the direction the organiza- 
tion takes. 


"The way to change an organization 


is to work from within." Zeremba 
said. "The way to change is not dis- 
affiliation."

project, said the anticipated cost of 
design and construction is $3,697,500.

WILLIS SAID county officials also 


plan to widen Meacham Road north of 
Schaumburg Road at 100 per cent 
county expense. Schaumburg's pro-

Village's 10 per cent share were based 
on the Meacham Road frontage each 
town has in the proposed work area. 


Willis said Elk Grove Village offi- 


cials have discussed the project with 
the county, although they have yet to 
discuss the matter with Schaumburg 
officials. 


Project plans would call for the two

A steady, persistent rain had stifled 


a lot of night activity in Mount Pros- 
pect, but despite the unsavory weath- 
er, Jeff Adams and Dave Nash kept 
their eyes peeled. 


From Nash's auto, they scanned 


with binoculars the parking lot of a 
local department store where a rash 
of auto burglaries had been reported 
lately. 


A malfunctioning gate at a railroad 


crossing caught their attention. It was 
only a minor problem, but Nash 
alerted police over his citizens-band 
radio. 


THEY AREN'T policemen, but Po- 


lice Chief Ralph J. Doney will tell you 
he's mighty glad guys like Adams and 
Nash, members of his newly-estab- 
lished citizens' patrol, are around. 


Adams, Mount Prospect, and Nash, 


Glenview, are in charge of the pro- 
gram, called STOP (Special Teams 
On -Patrol) which makes use of resi- 
dents who patrol village streets and 
report crimes, accidents and sus- 
picious circumstances to police. 


As Nash put it, "We're the extra 


eyes and ears of the police." 


"We look for suspicious 
people," 


said Adams. "If there's a gang com- 
ing down the street we'll keep our 
eyes on them — chances are they're 
more prone to vandalism as a gang." 


ADAMS AND NASH are involved 


with the program through their affi- 
liation with Cook County ALERT, a 
citizens' band radio club that reports 
accidents and disasters to authorities. 
Members also act as troubleshooters; 
many have training in first aid and 
crowd control. 


Three civilian patrollers were cruis- 


ing village streets, but Adams said 
he's had 23 applications from resi- 
dents interested in the program who 
will be screened and interviewed be-, 
fore being accepted. 


Eventually, Adams 
said, 
there 


should be enough manpower to rotate 
the patrols so each citizen takes one 
or two nights a month. 


Each participant must have his own 


radio equipment. The program receiv- 
es no village funds and patrollers get 
no gasoline reimbursement, although 
a base station radio has been donated 
by Countryside Bank of Mount Pros- 
pect. 


DONEY SAID THE idea for the pro- 


gram came to him last year after he 
heard of a system in New York 
whereby taxi drivers were reporting 
crimes to police. 


"And I thought, why couldn't we do 


this with citizen involvement?" said 
Doney. "We didn't have the cabs in 
the inner city, but the next best thing 
was for citizens to participate and vol-

Woodfield boosts parking patrol

A combination of a new hiring sys- 


tem for the shopping center security 
and intensive enforcement will be 
bringing more criminals to justice,

Since Schaumburg policemen have 


been allowed to work off-duty hours at 
the shopping center, more parking lot- 
related arrests have been made, ac- 
cording to authorities. 


Schaumburg 
police, 
working on 


Woodfield Security, have been keep- 
mi: closer tabs on activity in the mas- 
sive parking lot and the result has 


been an upsurge in arrests ranging 
from strong-armed robbery and car 
burglaries to theft. 


"I WOULD SAY the number of ap- 


prehensions has increased," said Rob- 
ert Loftus, chief of Woodfield Secur- 
ity. "It is an excellent program. I 
think they (Schaumburg policemen) 
have a genuine concern for providing 
the support that they do." 


Shortly after Woodfield opened in 


1971, Police Chief Martin Conroy pre- 
vented his men from working in the 
shopping center because of run-ins 
with the old security force. Conroy 
said his men were being used as bill 
collectors and that because they were 
policemen, their position might put 
undue pressure on persons to pay. 


Besides the increased parking lot 


surveillance, 
Conroy's 
undercover 


task force has zeroed in on the shop- 
ping center because of the increased 
influx of business during the holiday 
shopping season. 


"The month after Thanksgiving in- 


creases the load to at least 100,000 
people a day," Conroy said, adding 
that in one two-day period, the task 
force made 10 arrests. 


HE NOTED THAT along with the 


increased number of shoppers comes 
an increasing number of pickpockets 
and thieves. 


Conroy said he was willing to return 


to the "hire-back" system about six 
months ago. "I was happy to give it 
another try, so long as the rules 'were 


Special citizens9 patrol 
acts as police eyes, ears 


played by our department." 


About 15 Schaumburg police officers 


now work as center and store security 
agents. They are allowed to work 20 
hours a week at the part-time jobs. 


"From transporting prisoners, the 


men get to know the faces better," 
Conroy said, adding that recognizing 
criminals is an important phase of de- 
terring crime. 


"PRIVATE SECURITY men are 


perhaps more reluctant to act," the 
police chief said. "As police officers 
with knowledge and training, they are 
more apt to jump on a crime right 
away." 


The Woodfield area is covered by a 


squad car, but often it is tied up with 
accidents or transporting shoplifters 
to the station making surveillance of- 


- ten impossible. 


"I have to give Woodfield Security 


credit," Conroy said. "They put an- 
other vehicle on patrol. They have 
coordinated their radios with ours and 
work with the zone car."

A steady, persistent rain had stifled 


a lot of night activity in Mount Pros- 
pect, but despite the unsavory weath- 
er. Jeff Adams and Dave Nash kept 
their eyes peeled. 


From Nash's auto, they scanned 


with binoculars the parking lot of a 
local department store where a rash 
of auto burglaries had been reported 
lately. 


A malfunctioning gate at a railroad 


crossing caught their attention. It was 
only a minor problem, but Nash 
alerted police over his citizens-band 
radio. 


THEY AREN'T policemen, but Po- 


lice Chief JRalph J. Doney will tell you 
he s mighty glad guys like Adams and 
Nash, members of his newly-estab- 
lishpd citizens' patrol, are ground. 


Adams, Mount Prospect, and Nash, 


Glenview. are in charge of the pro- 
pram, called STOP (Special Teams 
On Patrol) which makes use of resi- 
dents who patrol village streets and 
report crimes, accidents and sus- 
picious circumstances to police. 


As Nash put it. "We're the extra 


eyes and ears of Ihe police." 


"We look for suspicious people," 


s,ud Adams. "If there's a gang com- 
ing down the street we'll keep our 
eves on them — chances are they're 
more prone to vandalism as a gang." 


ADAMS AND NASH are involved 


with the program through their affi- 
luition with Cook County ALERT, a 
citizens' band radio club that reports 
accidents and disasters to authorities. 
Members also act as troubleshooters; 
many have training in first aid and 
crowd control. 


Three civilian patrollers were cruis- 


ing village streets, but Adams said 
he's had 23 applications from resi- 
dents interested in the program who 
will be screened and interviewed be- 
fore being accepted.

This way someone 
will have to come up with the mon- 
ey."

heard of a system in New York 
whereby taxi drivers were reporting 
crimes to police. 


"And

Doney. "We didn't have the cabs in 
the inner city, but the next best thing 
was for citizens to participate and vol- 
unteer their time. From there we 
drew up the idea." 


He brought in the ALERT organiza- 


tion because of their training in han- 
dling emergency situations and radio 
equipment and to clear up any ques- 
tion of legal problems resulting from 
involvement in a crime or emergency. 


The patrollers have to tip police to a 


major incident, but "every situation 
they have reported has been worthy 


of reporting," Doney said. "If a po- 
liceman had been in the area at that 
p a r t i c u l a r time he would have 
checked it out"

As soon as 
the program has enough participants, 
Adams said, patrollers would con- 
stantly be within 2 miles of each oth- 
er. 


"And 
if they (vandals) know we're 


out with radios and see a car, they'll 
wonder if it's a STOP member or just 
an ordinary citizen" With that kind of 
a deterrent, vandalism could be cut 
"right in half," Adams said. 


Nash, although he's from Glenview, 


is a member of the Mount Prospect 
Civil Defense organization. He works 
as a radio technician for Motorola 
Corp. "But Mount Prospect seems 
like a nice town to work with, and as 
time goes on, we'll probably expand 
this program," he said.

Big rush to other carriers expected 
United cancels all holiday flights

Holiday travelers planning to fly 


Unit*! Airlines will have difficulty 
finding alternate airline reservations 
in the wake of United's announced 
cancellation Wednesday of all its 
regularly scheduled flights through 
Christmas Eve 


United, whose national headquar- 


ters are in Elk Grove Township, an- 
nounced the cancellations after nego- 
tiations between the company and the 
striking International Assoc. of Ma- 
chinists and Aerospace Workers broke 
off indefinitely. 


United also announced a 50 per cent 


cut In pay, effective Saturday, for all 
nonunion employes if no strike settle- 
ment is reached. 


United's 12,500 nonunion, nonman- 


agement employes will have their 
work scheduled halved, while its 6,800 
management employes will continue 
to work full shifts at half salary. 


A CHECK OF other major air lines 


MORNING'- 


Wednesday evening showed the num- 
ber of available seats on holiday 
flights was dwindling, and the poten- 
tial tor scheduling additional flights 
was limited. 


A United spokesman estimated that 


as many as 130,000 persons normally 
would board United planes Dec. 20, 
the company's anticipated peak travel 
day. Nearly 23,000 of those passengers 
would use Chicago's O'Hare Airport. 


"We recommend that passengers 


with reservations (on United) feel 
free to make arrangements with other 
carriers of their choice," the spokes- 
man said. 


The company Tuesday laid off 


13,000 other workers — including 5,200 
pilots and 7,000 flight attendants — as 
a result of the walkout which began 
Saturday. A total of 16,700 union me- 
chanics, flight dispatchers, food and 
ramp service workers have been 
idled. 


United's charter flights have been 


canceled through Jan. 1. 


DAVID H. STOWE, chairman of the 


N a t i o n a l Mediation Board which 
Wednesday recessed contract talks in- 
definitely, said that negotiations will 
resume - at the request of either par- 
ty — when mediators decide that 
progress can be made. 


Issues in the dispute are reported to 


be pay, pensions and part-time em- 
ployment. 


"It is with sincere regret 'that we 


have had to take this action, particu- 
larly in view of the inconvenience that 
will be felt by the traveling public as 
we approach the holiday season," 
mediators said. 


"The posture of the parties at this 


time, however, causes us to feel that 
they should have the time required to 
reevaluate their positions." 


SPOKESMEN FOR other airlines 


said that some extra flights are 
scheduled routinely to accommodate 
holiday travelers. 


But a limited number of airplanes 


and crews will prevent the carriers 
from greatly expanding their oper- 
ations to carry passengers who nor- 
mally would fly on United, the na- 
tion's largest airline, they said. 


"We'll probably try to do a little 


squeezing," said a spokesman for Del- 
ta Air Lines. "But most of the other 
c a r r i e r s , like us, already have 
planned additional flights — long be- 
fore the United strike." 


At Trans World Airlines — which 


competes with United on routes to 
Washington, D. C., New York, Los An- 
geles, San Francisco and Las Vegas 
— a spokesman said that seats are 
still available to most destinations. 


"Undoubtedly things are going to 


get tougher and tougher as we get 
closer to the holiday. We'll go to the 
maximum possible."

each bidder, starting with the highest, 
will be offered the chance to pay the 
minimum price in order to receive the 
purchase. 


The board will set a minimum or 


reserve price for the building at the 
Jan. 14 meeting before bids are 
opened. 


The motion to sell the old building 


was approved when the board, in a 
4-to-3 vote, defeated a motion to lease 
the facility to Palatine Township for a 
year at a price of $1. The township 
said it would have used the facility as 
a senior citizens center. 


The board's newest member, Jean 


C. Tindall, cast the tie-breaking vote 
to defeat the leasing motion and bring 
about the call for the building's sale. 


Mrs. Tindall, vice president of the

who is taking over the White Sox for 
the second time. "All I care about is 
how it turned out.

tempt by a Seattle group, led by en- 
tertainer Danny Kaye, to purchase 
the White Sox and move them to that 
West Coast city, which is holding an

Schaumburg 
police, working on 


Woodfield Security, have been keep-

burglaries to theft. 


"I WOULD SAY the number of ap- 


prehensions has increased," said Rob- 
ert Loftus, chief of Woodfield Secur- 
ity. "It is an excellent program. I 
think they (Schaumburg policemen) 
have a genuine concern for providing 
the support that they do." 


Shortly after Woodfield opened in 


1971, Police Chief Martin Conroy pre- 
vented his men from working in the 
shopping center because of run-ins 
with the old security force. Conroy 
said his men were being used as bill 
collectors and that because they were 
policemen, their position might put 
undue pressure on persons to pay. 


Besides the increased parking lot 


surveillance, 
Conroy's 
undercover 


task force has zeroed in on the shop- 
ping center because of the increased 
influx of business during the holiday 
shopping season. 


"The month after Thanksgiving in- 


creases the load to at least 100,000 
people a day," .Conroy said, adding 
that in one two-day period, the task 
force made 10 arrests. 


HE NOTED THAT along with the 


increased number of shoppers comes 
an increasing number of pickpockets 
and thieves. 


Conroy said he was willing to return 


to the "hire-back" system about six 
months ago. "I was happy to give it

Special citizens9 patrol 
acts as police eyes, ears

A steady, persistent rain had stifled 


a lot of night activity in Mount Pros- 
pect, but despite the unsavory weath- 
er. Jeff Adams and Dave Nash kept 
their eyes peeled. 


From Nash's auto, they scanned 


with binoculars the parking lot of a 
local department store where a rash 
of auto burglaries had been reported 
lately. 


A malfunctioning gate at a railroad 


crossing caught their attention. It was 
only a minor problem, but Nash 
alerted police over his citizens-band 
radio. 


THEY AREN'T policemen, but Po- 


lice Chief Ralph J. Doney will tell you 
he's mighty glad guys like Adams and 
Nash, members of his newly-estab- 
lished citizens' patrol, are .-round. 


Adams, Mount Prospect, and Nash, 


Glenview. are In charge of the pro- 
gram, called STOP (Special Teams 
On Patrol) which makes use of resi- 
dents who patrol village streets and 
report crimes, accidents and sus- 
picious circumstances to police. 


As Nash put It, "We're the extra 


eyes and ears of the police." 


"We look for suspicious people," 


said Adams. "If there's a gang com- 
ing down the street we'll keep our 
eyes on them — chances are they're 
more prone to vandalism as a gang." 


ADAMS AND NASH are involved 


with the program through their affi- 
liation with Cook County ALERT, a 
citizens' band radio club that reports 
accidents and disasters to authorities. 
Members also act as troubleshooters; 
many have training in first aid and 
ctwvd control. 


Three civilian patrollers were cruis- 


ing village streets, but Adams said 
he's had 23 applications from resi- 
dents interested in the program who 
uill be screened and interviewed be- 
fore being accepted.

It's the 
best leverage we've got. I think it's 
better than a suit. This way someone 
will have to come up with the mon- 
ey." 


A spokesman for Arlington Park 


said Wednesday that park officials 
prefer not to comment on the situ- 
ation at this lime adding he did not 
know what the gross • attendance 
receipts were from the four-day ski 
show. 


There are no exhibitions scheduled 


at Arlington Park for the remainder 
of December, he said. 


the patrols so each citizen takes one 
or two nights a month. 


Each participant must have his own 


radio equipment. The program receiv- 
es no village funds and patrollers get 
no gasoline reimbursement, although 
a base station radio has been donated 
by Countryside Bank of Mount Pros- 
pect. 


DONEY SAID THE idea for the pro- 


gram came to him last year after he 
heard of a system in New York 
whereby taxi drivers were reporting 
crimes to police.

He brought in the ALERT- organiza- 


tion because of their training in han- 
dling emergency situations and radio 
equipment and to clear up any ques- 
tion of legal problems resulting from 
Involvement in a crime or emergency. 


The patrollers have to tip police to a 


major incident, but "every situation 
they have reported has been worthy 


of reporting," Doney said. "If a po- 
liceman had been in the area at that 
p a r t i c u l a r time he would have 
checked it out." 


ADAMS, WHO OWNS a plant nur- 


sery, said he decided to volunteer his 
services because he's interested in 
curbing crime, especially vandalism, 
in Mount Prospect. 


"If some kid throws a stone through 


a window, you're talking $200 to $300 
to replace that window." As soon as 
the program has enough participants, 
Adams said, patrollers would con- 
stantly be within 2 miles of each oth- 
er. 


"And if they (vandals) know we're 


out with radios and see a car, they'll 
wonder if it's a STOP member or just 
an ordinary citizen" With that kind of 
a deterrent, vandalism could be cut 
"right in half," Adams said. 


Nash, although he's from Glenview, 


is a member of the Mount Prospect 
Civil Defense organization. He works 
as a radio technician for Motorola 
Corp. "But Mount Prospect seems 
like a nice town to work with, and as 
time goes on, we'll probably expand 
this program," he said.

Doney will tell you 
he's mighty glad guys like Adams and 
Nash, members of his newly-estab- 
lished citizens' patrol, are ?rouncl. 


Adams, Mount Prospect, and Nash, 


Glenview, are in charge of the pro- 


gram, called STOP (Special Teams 
On Patrol) which makes use of resi- 
dents who patrol village streets and 
report crimes, accidents and sus- 
picious circumstances to police. 


As Nash put it, "We're the extra 


eyes and ears of the police." 


"We look for suspicious people," 


said Adams. "If there's a gang com- 
ing down the street we'll keep our 
eyes on them — chances are they're 
more prone to vandalism as a gang." 


ADAMS AND NASH are involved 


with the program through their affi- 
liation with Cook County ALERT, a 
citizens' band radio club that reports 
accidents and disasters to authorities. 
Members also act as troubleshooters; 
many have training in first aid and 
crowd control. 


Three civilian patrollers were cruis- 


ing village streets, but Adams said 
he's had 23 applications from resi-

Citizens Utilities 
cool to sale of 
New Town lines 


Citizens Utilities Co. is not inter- 


ested in selling water and sewer lines 
serving the New Town area, Mayor 
Robert D. Teichert said Wednesday 
following the first round of purchase 
negotiations. 


"Basically they are not interested in 


selling," Teichert said after returning 
home trom a two-day trip to the Citi- 
zens Utilities home office in Con- 
necticut. "They are a rather large 
company and utilities are their busi- 
ness." 


Teichert said the three-member 


negotiating team 
met with utility 


company officials through most of 
Monday. He said much of that time 
was spent discussing a village feasi- 
bility study, which recommended a 
purchase price of $4.9 million for the 
system. 


THE MAYOR SAID utility company 


officials agreed to negotiations be- 
cause of the village's condemnation 
powers. 


"What they are really saying is 'we 


have.no interest in selling, but we will 
talk to you.' '' Teichert said. "Any 
business is theoretically salable at the 
right price." 


Noting that this was the first nego- 


tiating session. Teichert said it takes 
a while for both sides to get used to 
each other "You sort of have to de- 
velop the language of negotiations." 
he said 


Teichert said the next step is for 


him to report to the village board. He 
said he expects the board will then 
need "some further counseling and 
advice" beioie a second meeting can 
be set up. 


THE VILLAGE HAS been studying 


purchase of the Citizens Utilities sys- 
tem for the past two years. Residents 


in the northeast section of the village 
originally requested the acquisition, 
saying they were being charged ex- 
orbitant rates tor low quality water 
and service. An estimated 2,300 homes 
in the New Tftwn area are served by 
Citizens Utilities. 


The board's public works and fi- 


nance committees called for the open- 
ing of negotiations, saying more infor- 
mation was needed to see if the pui- 
chase is financially feasible 


Village officials have said any pur- 


chase will be financed with extra 
funds collected in the water bills of 
residents benefiting from the aquisi- 
tion.

Sox staying in Chicago; 


Veeck pulls first trade 


HOLLYWOOD, Fla. (UPI) - Bill- 


Veeck finally made xit, but it was 
close. And immediately after taking 
over control of the Chicago White Sox 
Wednesday night he electrified every- 
body by engineering a five-player deal 
that sent 20-game winner Jim Kaat to 
the Philadelphia Phillies. 


Out of baseball the past 14 years, 


the colorful 61-year-old Veeck finally 
succeeded in his three-month attempt 
to buy the White Sox. 


The American League owners first 


voted to reject his bid by a single 
vote, but prodded into casting a sec- 
ond ballot, they finally 
approved 


Veeck's application. 


Veeck needed nine affirmative votes 


from the 12 owners. Only eight sup- 
ported him on the first ballot, three 


voted against and one abstained On 
the second ballot, Veeck carried the 
day 10-2. 


"I don't really care about the first 


round vote." said the elated Veeck. 
who is taking over the White Sox for 
the second time. "All I care about is 
how it turned out. 
"It's not often that a 61-year-old 
one-legged man gets started off m a 
new life." 


Approval of Veeck blocked an at- 


tempt by a Seattle group, led by en- 
tertainer Danny Kaye, to purchase 
the White Sox and move them to that 
West Coast city, which is holding an 
impending suit over the American 
League stemming from the pullout of

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Staff put guidelines not 
set by Dist. 57 policy 


Mount Prospect Dist. 57 teachers 


were told at a policy committee meet- 
ing Wednesday that the school board's 
proposed policy (or staff changes does 
not set guidelines for cutting district 
staff. 


Teachers were concerned that the 


proposed policy for staff changes in- 
cluded a preconceived "laundry list" 
to cut staff. The district expects to 
reduce the number of teachers over 
the next five years because of declin- 
ing enrollment. 


Dist. 57 has only three first-year, 


nonlenured teachers. Once all nonte- 
nured teachers are cut from a dis- 
trict, the board can dismiss tenured 
teachers. 


The proposed policy includes a 


statement that the age, sex, place of 
residence and salary of a teacher will 
not be considered at the time of re- 
ducing or adding staff. Teachers were 
concerned that teachers with a great- 
er amount of experience who are 
higher on the salary schedule might 
be dropped first because of their cost 
to the district. 


"TO MANY people, the statement is 


too vague," said John Pedicone, 
t e a c h e r s ' union vice president. 


"People are hoping for some particu- 
lar attitude to be expressed here be- 
cause they have to deal with their 
lives." He said teachers want to know 
the criteria that will be used to cut. 
staff. 


Board members and union repre- 


sentatives said they did not want a 
point system that would give teachers 
points for the number of years they 
have taught in the district and for the 
type of evaluation they receive from 
their principal. 


"We don't feel that in itself would 


be fair to the students in the district)" 
said Robert Novy, board member. 
"We don't feel that would always put 
the best person in the class with the 
kids." 


The board also agreed that the 


teachers' evaluation report by the 
principal should be reviewed, 


Supt. Earl Sutter said he would con- 


sider the staff's concerns when mak- 
ing decisions about changing staff. 


The board and union representa- 


tives agreed that the teachers and 
principals should work together to use 
the evaluation procedure for improv- 
ing the teachers and education pro- 
grams in the district. 


Court action seen over water bill 


Mount Prospect may soon be in 


court over a disputed $68,000 water 
bill from the Citizens Utilities Co. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert said talks 


with company officials this week have 
not resolved disagreements over the 
bill. "I suspect it has to be resolved 
by litigation of some sort," he said. 


The bill resulted from an old con- 


tractual agreement that dates back to 
the village purchase of a small utility 
company that served the Mount Shire 
area only. At that time, the utility 
company had no water source of its 
own and had to purchase water from 
Citizens Utilities. 


WHEN THE VILLAGE purchased 


the system, it also assumed the con- 
tract with Citizens. Teichert said*a 
shortage of water in the area even- 
tually prompted connection of the sys- 
tem with the village water lines. Drill- 


ing of a new well in the southern part 
of Mount Prospect put an end to vil- 
lage use of the Citizens Utilities' wa- 
ter. 
• The utility, however, has main- 
tained that the village has a con- 
tractual obligation to purchase a cer- 
tain amount of water. The utility has 
been sending the village estimated 
bills, which now total $68,538, but the 
village has refused to pay. 


Teichert said the utility company of- 


ficials say they have documents that 
back up their interpretation of the 
contract. "Since I have seen the con- 
tract, it's hard for me to believe there 
is any really concrete documenta- 
tion," he said. 


The matter must be resolved soon, 


Teichert said, noting the village does 
not want to continue letting the bills 
mount up.

IT'S EVERY SINGLE for himself in the kitchen in 
Maine East High School's "single living class." Terr! 
Eisenberg mixes the meat loaf while Steve Scovill 


greases the pan and Rick Boos washes the dishes. 


The class is set up to teach students the basics of' 
singles' life. They have covered budgets, finding the 
first apartment and lifestyles open to singles in to- 
day's .society. 


Swinging single life more 
than parties, students find

First comes school, then comes 


marriage, and then comes a baby in a 
baby carriage. 


That's 
the well-worn American 


myth — a story that is breaking down 
in today's world. 


tN'ow American society is recogniz- 


ing most folks will be pegged a 
"single" during some point in their 
adult life. 


Yet most high schools only otter 


courses on "family living." "mar- 
riage and society" and "child care." 
The "singles" have been forgotten in 
typical curricula line-up. 


STUDENTS IN High School Dist. 


207 this year have been given the op- 
portunity to learn the basics-of being 
a single in a new course — "Single 
Living." 


The course covers everything from 


budgeting to life styles for singles. 


We deal with the question of the 


person as an individual," said Sandra 
Kavathas, singles living teacher at 
Maine East High School. "We discuss 
what the single's responsibilities are, 
wluit the options are and how a single 
can relate to a marriage-oriented 
society." 


Most of the students in her class are 


seniors who see the problems ot find- 
ing the first apartment, getting the 
first job and meeting a budget as a 
reality just down the road. 


"MANY OF THE students were in- 


terested in the problems of finding 
their first apartment," 
she said. 


"Most of them thought it would be a 
snap. Then we started discussing the 
cost of operating an apartment, hav- 
ing the downpayment, signing the. 
lease. I think they've gained a greater 
understanding of the problems in- 
volved." 


Her class went on a field trip to 


Evanston to check out various apart- 
ments there. One of their projects was 
finding an apartment within their 
budget that fit their "life-style" and 
transportation needs. 


She said these experiences have 


brought home some of the hard facts 
of single life. 


'.'Some of them came in here with 


the 'swinging singles' ideas," said 
Miss Kavathas. "Now that we've dis- 
cussed some of the singles' problems, 
they realize life isn't all that swing- 
ing." 


DESPITE HER single.status, Miss 


Kavathas said she refuses to interject 
her opinions in class. Instead, she dis- 
cusses all views and draws on the re- 
sources of fellow teachers and outside 
speakers to bring in different ideas. 


One of the male teachers at Maine 


East, who is single and a foster par- 
ent of two children, came to class and 
discussed how a single person may 
rear a family. 


Many from area named Illinois scholars 


A number of Mount Prospect and 


Prospect Heights students are among 
the 1-1.338 students in Illinois who 
have been selected by the State Schol- 
arship Commission as Illinois State 
Scholars in the 1976-77 competition. 


Scholars were chosen from 47,508

will be screened and interviewed be- 
fore being accepted. 


Eventually. Adams said, 
the're 


should be enough manpower to rotate 
the patrols so each citizen takes one 
or two nights a month. 


Bach participant must have his own 


radio equipment. The program receiv- 
es no village funds and patrollers get 
no gasoline reimbursement, although 
a base station radio has been donated 
by Countryside Bank* of Mount Pros- 
pect. 


DONEY SAID THE idea for the pro- 


gram came to him last year after he 
heard of a system in New York 
whereby taxi drivers were reporting 
crimes to police. 


"And I thought, why couldn't we do 


this with citizen involvement?" said 
Doney. "We didn't have the cabs in 
the inner city, but the next best thing 
was for citizens to participate and vol- 
unteer their time. From there we 
drew up the idea." 


He brought in the ALERT, organiza- 


tion because of their training in han- 
dling emergency situations and radio 
equipment and to clear up any ques- 
tion of legal problems resulting from 
involvement in a crime or emergency. 


The patrollers have to tip police to a 


major incident, but "every situation 
they have reported has been worthy 
of reporting," Doney said. "If a po- 
liceman had been in the area at that 
p a r t i c u l a r time he would have 
checked it out." 


ADAMS, WHO OWNS a plant nur- 


sery, said he decided to volunteer bis 
services because he's interested in 
curbing crime, especially vandalism, 
in Mount Prospect. 


"If some kid throws a stone through 


a window, you're talking $200 to $300 
to replace that window." As soon as 
the program has enough participants, 
Adams said, patrollers would con- 
stantly be within 2 miles of each oth- 
er. 


"And if they (vandals) know we're 


out with radios and see a car, they'll 
wonder if it's a STOP member or just 
an ordinary citizen" With that kind of 
a deterrent, vandalism could be cut 
"right in half," Adams said. 


Nash, although he's from Glenview, 


is a member of the Mount Prospect 
Civil Defense organization. He works 
as a radio technician for Motorola 
Corp. "But Mount Prospect seems 
like a nice town to work with, and as 
time goes on, we'll probably expand 
this program," he said.
